DISSERTATION 

O  N 

Fevers  and  Inflammatory  DiJtempers. 


SO  many  Theories  have  been  form'd  relative  to 
Fevers,  and  fo  many  various  Methods  have  been 
propos’d  for  their  Cure,  in  different  Ages  of  the 
World,  that  no  Volume  would  contain  all  that  has  been 
wrote  upon  thefe  Subjects;  and  it  has  happen’d  unfor¬ 
tunately,  that  every  Syftem,  however  inconfiftent  with 
common  Senfe,  and  every  Mode  of  Practice,  however 
unfuccefsful,  has  neverthelefs  found  its  Patrons  and  De¬ 
fenders  ;  undoubtedly  becaufe  under  every  Method,  the 
fpontaneous  Recovery  of  thofe  Patients  who  have  efcap’d 
merely  by  the  Force  of  Nature,  has  been  frequently 
afcrib’d  to  the  Medicines  exhibred,  and  the  Regimen  en¬ 
join’d,  however  unlikely  both  may  have  been  to  produce 
fuch  an  EfFedt.  If  this  was  not  the  Cafe,  Theories 
would  expire  in  their  Infancy  for  want  of  Succefs,  and 
be  never  more  heard  of,  unlefs  fome  choice  Genius 
fhould  happen  to  revive  them  in  after  x^ges.  For  of  all 
the  Theories  and  Syftems  that  have  been  invented,  one 
only  can  be  right,  and  ’tis  far  from  being  agreed  which 
that  one  is :  and  I  am  very  certain,  that  Succefs  in  the 
Cure  of  Diftempers  has  not  yet  determined  it ;  for  if  it 
had,  that,  it  is  reafonable  to  think,  would  have  prevail’d 
over  all  the  reft. 

The  Hippocratic  Method  of  treating  Fevers  has  been 
embrac’d  by  the  moil;  eminent  Practitioners,  and  has 
this  remarkable  Circumllance  in  its  favour,  that  if  it 
ftiould  happen  to  do  the  Patient  no  Service,  ’tis  at  lead 
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not  fo  likely  to  be  injurious  as  many  others  that  have 
been  fince  in  Vogue,  its  great  Author  afferts,  that  it  is 
Nature  which  cures  Diftempers,  by  a  Concodtion  of  the 
Humours ;  by  which  he  means  their  Preparation  for  a 
fubfequent  Difcharge  out  of  the  Body,  by  fome  fponta- 
neous  Evacuation.  This  Difcharge  of  Humours  brought 
about  by  Nature,  or  the  vital  Powers,  is  the  Crifis  fo 
much  celebrated  by  the  antient  Phylicians,  and  fo  little 
attended  to  by  the  Moderns,  a  very  few  only  excepted. 
In  confequence  of  this  Do&rine,  a  Phyfician  was  princi¬ 
pally  to  watch  the  Motions  of  Nature,  by  no  means  dif- 
turbing  her  in  her  Operations  of  concodling  and  expelling 
the  Humours,  by  attempting  any  thing  of  Confequence  ; 
but  was  only  permitted  to  prevent,  if  poflible  by  a 
proper  Regimen,  thofe  Accidents  which  he  forefaw  might 
happen  and  prove  dangerous  ;  or  to  affift  Nature  by  gen¬ 
tle  means,  to  compleat  this  critical  Difcharge  when  begun, 
provided  her  own  Force  was  infurHcient  for  that  falutary 
Purpofe. 

This  Method,  however  rational,  juft,  and  preferable  to 
moft  others  fince  propos’d,  is  neverthelefs  liable  to  many 
Objedlions  ,*  for  in  purfuance  hereof,  there  is  but  little 
room  for  a  Phyfician  to  aft;  infomuch  that  in  violent 
Dri  orders,  where  the  greateft  A  Pi  fiance  is  wanted,  the 
lea  ft,  or  none  at  ail,  can  be  afforded.  And  if  we  judge 
of  it  by  the  Succefs  of  its  Author  in  thofe  Cafes,  of 
which  he  has  given  us  Hifiories,  we  fhall  be  inclin’d 
to  entertain  no  great  Opinion  of  it  ;  for  the  Patients  ge¬ 
nerally  dy’d.  Afclepiades  was  fofenlibleof  this,  that  he 
call’d  ludicroufly  the  Praflice  of  his  PredecefTors,  A  Me¬ 
ditation  on  Death  ,*  And  it  muft  be  confeffed,  that  a  Phy¬ 
fician  thus  confin’d,  bears  too  near  a  Refemblance  to  the 
Speflator  of  a  Tragedy,  who  fpoils  ail  if  he  attempts  to 
interfere. 

This  the  illuftrious  Sydenham  feems  in  fome  Meafuri 
to  have  underftood,  when,  in  his  latter  Writings,  he  re¬ 
commends  bleeding  and  purging  as  the  moft  effedual 
Cure  for  Fevers  ;  tho’  it  appears  by  his  former  Works, 
that  his  firft  Pradlice  was  form’d  nearly  upon  the  Model, 
of  that  of  Hippocrates.  And  Experience  evinces,  that: 
more  recover  under  the  Treatment  laft  propos’d  by  the: 
abovemention’d  Author,  than  under  any  other,  and  that: 
in  a  fliorter  time,  and  with  much  lei's  Trouble  to  the: 

Patient! 
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Patient,  provided  the  Cure  is  attempted  before  the  Dif- 
eafe  has  made  too  much  Havock  in  the  Conftitution, 
and  the  Evacuations  are  conduced  with  Prudence,  and 
carry 'don  to  a  Point  fufficient  to  anfwer  the  End,  and 
ro  further.  But  the  Procraftination  of  Patients,  and  the 
fatal  MifconduT  of  thofe  ulually  fir  ft  confulted  on  thefe 
melancholy  Occafions,  render  it  difficult  for  a  Phyfician  to 
pra&ife  this  Method  to  any  Advantage  ;  becaufe  he  is  fel- 
dom  call’d  upon  till  theConftitution  is  nearly  ruin’d,  either 
by  the  Progrefs  of  the  Diftemper,  or  by  Errors  at  that 
Time  irretreivable.  This,  however,  is  certain,  that 
whatever  be  the  Caufe,  many  Patients  mifcarry  even 
under  this  Treatment,  perhaps  more  than  recover,  if  the 
Diftemper  rifes  to  a  Degree  any  ways  formidable. 

There  is  fomething  too  ridiculous  in  many  of  the  mo¬ 
dern  Theories,  and  the  Practices  founded  thereon,  to  de- 
ferve  Confideration.  I  muft,  however,  juft  take  Notice, 
that  fome  have  fancy’d  a  kind  of  Genius  prefiding  over 
the  animal  Oeconomy,  that  excites  or  allays  Difteqipers, 
as  it  happens  to  be  in  a  good  or  bad  Humour.  Others 
have  difeover'd  a  kind  of  Inflammation  or  Explofion  of 
the  animal  Spirits  ;  others  a  latent  Poifon  or  Malignity  in 
the  fame  animal  Spirits  ;  the  Blood,  or  wherever  they 
pleas’d  to  fix  it;  whilft  others  again  have  unmercifully 
ftigmatiz’d  the  Nerves,  for  Faults  of  which  they  are  per¬ 
fectly  innocent.  And  to  fuch  equally  abfurd  and  unintel¬ 
ligible  Caufes,  Fevers  and  all  their  Confequences  have 
been  aferib’d.  However  thefe  Theorifts  may  differ  as  to 
the  Caufes  of  Fevers,  they  are  pretty  well  agreed  with, 
refpeft  to  Practice  ;  for  molt  of  them  have  been  of  Opi¬ 
nion,  that  the  Inflammation  of  the  animal  Spirits  was  to 
be  difeufs’d ;  that  this  latent  Poifon  or  Malignity  was  to 
be  expell’d  thro’  the  cutaneous  Peres,  or  that  the  Nerves 
were  to  be  warm’d  and  ftimulated  ;  and  all  thefe  Ends 
were  to  be  aniwer’d  by  heating  Sudorifics,  and  warm 
Cordials.  In  confequence  of  thefe  Speculations,  the  Pa¬ 
tient  was  to  be  confin’d  to  a  warm  Bed,  in  a  hot  Room, 
and  was  to  take  every  third  or  fourth  Plour,  fudorific 
Boles  and  Powders,  with  Draughts  and  J Reps,  befidesy 
perhaps,  c  rdial  Drops  in  the  Intervals.  But  this  Method 
is  attended  with  greater  Inconveniences  than  any  other 
for  the  Patient  very  foon  becomes  exceffively  hot,  thirfty, 
and  reftlcfs,  whilft  his  Tongue  grows  every  Hour  more 
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dry  and.  difcolour’d,  his  Urine  crude  and  pale,  or  fome- 
times  high  colour’d  and  turbid,  without  any  regular  Se¬ 
paration  ;  and  convulfive  Twitchings  and  a  Delirium, 
frequently  terminating  in  a  Coma,  or  lethargic  Difpofiti- 
©n,v  clofe  the  laid  Scene  and  the  Patient’s  Eyes  for  ever. 
.And  it  makes  no  great  Difference  with  refpeCl  to  the 
Event,  whether  the  Patient  fweats  or  not,  except  that 
Sweats  thus  extorted  deprive  the  Blood  of  its  mod  fluid 
Part,  which  would  otherwife  dilute  it,  and  render  it  more 
cafily  moveable  thrd'  the  Veffels,  and  by  thefe  means  are 
only  ferviceable,  a  s  they  accelerate  the  Releafe  of  the 
Patient  from  the  triple  Torture  of  his  Diffemper,  the 
Medicines  andBliflers,  which  laft  are  ufually  laid  on  with 
the  utmofl  Profuficn,  in  order  to  obviate  or  remove  thofe 
Symptoms  which  may  fometirnes  be  infeparable  from 
the  Diforder,  but  are  more  frequently  excited,  or  at  lead: 
increafed,  by  the  Treatment  above  mention’d.  Tho’  I 
mud;  confefs,  that  home  few  are  fo  happy  in  an  unex- 
tinguifhable  Strength  of  Conflitution,  that  they  even  at 
Jafl  miraculoufly  recover 

I  believe  it  will  be  allow’d,  that  in  all  natural  Ope¬ 
rations  a  certain  Degree  of  Heat  is  requir’d,  to  the  Per¬ 
fection  of  the  intended  Production ;  and  that  an  Exccfs 
or  Deficiency  of  this  neceiTary  Heat,  fruflrates  the  Jnten. 
lions  of  Nature,  and  renders  her  Defigns  abortive.  That 
this  is  the  Cafe  with  RefpeCt  to  the  ProduCt  on  of  every 
Animal  and  every  Vegetable  upon  the  Face  of  the  Earth,  I 
sued  take  no  Pains  to  demonflrate.  But  to  come  nearer 
the  Point  I  have  in  view,  fkilful  Surgeons  obferve,  that 
Matter  cannot  be  form’d  in  a  Tumor,  without  a  Degree 
of  Heat  iufficient  for  the  Purpofe  ;  that  a  DefeCt  induces 
a  Scirrhus  or  cold  Tumor  ;  a  Redundance,  a  Mortifica¬ 
tion.  Hippocrates  and  Sydenham  feem  to  regulate  their  Prac¬ 
tice  by  a  parallel  Sydem.  They  were  convinc’d,  that 
a'limited  time,  and  a  certain  Degree  of  Heat,  were  ne- 
ceffary  to  bring  about  a  ConcoClion  or  Resolution  of  the 
Humours  which  excited  a  Fever,  and  therefore  employ’d 
themfelves  principally  to  regulate  that  Heat,  and  keep 
it  up  to  fuch  a  Standard,  that  on  the  one  hand,  the  vital 
Powers  might  not  languifh,  and  leave  the  falutary  Work 
of  Concobtion  incomplete ;  and  on  the  other,  that  the 
exorbitant  Motion  of  the  Humours  might  not  injure  any 
of  the  vital  Parts,  induce  thofe  Symptoms,  which  are 

now 
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now  call'd  fometimes  malignant,  fometimes  nervous,  and 
deftroy  the  Patient  by  an  Excefs  of  thofe  Means  which 
Nature  meant  for  his  Relief. 

The  Pbvfician  therefore,  who  fhould  attempt  to  cure 
a  Fever,  by  exciting  a  Pleat  greater  than  is  requir’d  for 
the  Purpofe  of  Concodtion,  would  be  guilty  of  an  Error 
equal  to  that  of  a  Houfewife,  who  fhould  endeavour  to 
anticipate  the  Term  of  Incubation,  by  boiling  her  Eggs 
with  a  View  of  producing  Chickens  more  expeditioufly. 

Another,  and  that  the  moll  common  Method  of  treat¬ 
ing  Fevers,  may  properly  be  call’d  the  Eclectic,  or  rather 
trimming  Method.  In  this  the  Perfon  to  whofe  Care  the 
Patient  is  committed,  bleeds,  and  perhaps  repeats  it  more 
than  once,  or  is  bold  enough  to  venture  upon  one  or 
more  Purges  :  but  at  the  fame  time  he  fru Urates  his  own 
good  Intentions,  by  repeating  every  three  or  four  Hours 
nervous  Cordials,  and  warm  Sudorihcs  ;  not  confidering 
that  Sweats,  which  aienot  fpontaneous,  but  extorted, 
generally  prove  fymptomatica!  and  noxious,  inftead  of 
being  critical  and  falutary.  This  is  doing  fomething  worfe 
than  nothing;  for  if  Bleeding  and  Evacuations  are  right, 
heating  and  nervous  Medicines,  which  are  the  reverfe, 
mull  neceffarily  be  wrong,  and  <vic%  e* verja .  So  that  the  good 
Effects  which  might  be  expended  from  either,  are  pre¬ 
vented  by  the  oppofite  Treatment ;  and  the  Patient  is 
at  laid  oblig’d  to  purchafe  a  very  indifferent  Chance  for 
his  Ldfe,  at  the  Expence  of  half  his  Skin  torn  off'  with 
Blifters,  with  a  Degree  of  Pain  fcarcely  tolerable,  unlefs 
he  has  the  good  Fortune  to.be  out  of  his  Senfes  ;  and  even 
then  ’tis  impoffible  for  any  one  who  has  not  been  delirious 
in  a  Fever,  to  conceive  the  Agonies  that  are  felt. 

But,  upon  the  whole,  the  infinite  Perplexity  and  Un¬ 
certainty  oi  Theories,  and  the  precarious  State  of  Prac¬ 
tice  founded  thereon,  have  induc’d  the  wifeff,  the  belt, 
and  the  molt  honeft  Phyficiar.s  in  all  Ages,  to  lament 
the  Defedls  in  their  Profeffion,  and  ardently  wifh  for 
fome  Medicine,  or  fome  Method,  which  would  anfwer 
their  Purpofes  in  the  Treatment  of  Fevers  with  greater 
Certainty  and  Expedition. 

1  (hall  now,  therefore,  give  fome  Account  of  a  Me¬ 
dicine  I  have  ufed,  and  the  Methods  I  have  purl’ued 
with  uncommon  Succefs,  for  the  Cure  of  the  very  worft 
and  molt  dangerous  ofthefe  Diftempers.  And  if  they 

fhould 
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fhould  be  found  by  future,  as  they  have  almoft  conftant- 
]y  by  the  paft,  Experience,  to  extirpate  thefe  terrible 
Biforders,  without  Hazard,  in  a  very  few  Days,  but 
generally  in  a  very  few  Honrs,  and  in  fuch  a  manner 
as  to  give  the  Patient  very  little  Trouble,  I  fhall  think 
a  Cure  thus  brought  about,  anfwers  very  well  to  the 
Rule  of  Celfus,  when  he  tells  us,  it  fhould  be  perform’d, 
tutb,  ccleriter ,  Cf  jucunde  ;  fafely,  expeditioufly,  and  agree¬ 
ably. 

In  treating  this  Subject,  I  fhall  by  no  means  enter 
Into  theoretical  Difquifitions,  but  rather  reft  the  whole 
upon  Experience,  as  of  more  Weight  than  all  the  Syftems 
in  the  World.  And  as  the  Hiftories  of  Cafes  fet  Expe¬ 
rience  in  the  ftrongeft  Light,  I  fhall  relate  fome  of  a  very 
extraordinary  Nature,  to  the  Truth  of  which  I  can  bring 
fufficient  Teftimony,  whenever  I  am  call’d  upon  to  do  it. 
In  the  mean  time,  as  there  may  be  fome  whofe  lucrative 
Views  may  tempt  them  to  perfecute  me,  and  the  Method 
I  propofe,  with  all  the  Detraction  and  Falfehood  that 
may  be  expedled  from  Self-intereft  and  unprovok’d  Re¬ 
venge,  thefe  I  fhall  advife  to  fave  themfelves  a  good  deal 
of  unneceffary  Trouble;  and,  as  Ga?naliel  faid  to  the 
Je'i hijh  Magiftrates  upon  a  more  important  Occafion,  to 
let  it  alone  ;  for  if  it  be  of  Men,  it  civil l  come  to  nought ,  but 
if  it  be  of  God ,  ye  cannot  overthrocvo  it. 

' The  Cafe  cf  Mrs.  Morton. 

MRS.  Morton,  of  the  ,  Almonry,  in  the  Parilh  of  St. 

Margaret's ,  Wejlminfter,  about  twenty-feven  Years 
.of  Age,  on  or  about  the  firft  of  December  1741,  was  feiz’d 
■with  a  violent  Fever,  much  refembling  one  of  which  her 
Hufband  died  about  ten  Days  before.  Her  Urine  was 
crude,  her  Pulfe  extremely  quick,  her  Tongue  much  dif- 
colour’d,  and  her  Head  was  greatly  diforder’d  from  the 
firft,  infomuch  that  fhe  could  get  very  little  Sleep.  Her 
Diftemper  continued  till  the  8th,  perpetually  increafing  ; 
and  in  the  Evening  of  that  Day,  1  found  her  abfolutely 
infenfible,  comatofe,  and  paralytic  on.  the  Right  Side, 
the  Arm  and  Leg  being  quite  cold,  and  totally  depriv’d 
of  Motion  and  Senfation,  fo  far  as  we  could  perceive  ; 
and  the  Women  about  her  turn’d  her  on  her  left  Side, 
as  they  faid,  to  die,  in  conformity  to  a  vulgar  Error,  im¬ 
porting,  that  no  Body  can  die  eaiily  except  lying  on  the 

Left 
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LeftSide.  That  Night,  about  Twelve,  I  gave  her  half  a 
Dram  of  the  Powder,  which  is  the  Subject  of  this  Treatife. 
In  confequence  of  this,  flie  feem’d  in  a  little  Time  to  be 
a  good  deal  uneafy,  and  fweated  profufely  till  fix  the 
next  Morning,  at  which  time  lhe  recover’d  her  Senfes, 
her  Arm  and  Leg  became  warm,  and  capable  of  being 
mov’d  fpontaneoufly  ;  her  Tongue  was  much  clear'd,  her 
Pulfe  began  to  be  rais’d  and  lefs  quick,  and  her  Urine 
depofited  a  copious  equal  Sediment.  She  continued  mend¬ 
ing  gradually  till  the  9th  at  Night,  and  then  (he  took  an¬ 
other  Dofe  of  the  Powder,  upon  which  lhe  flept  very  well 
all  Night,  and  fweated  as  before,  and  in  the  Morning  I 
found  her  fo  well,  as  to  pronounce  her  abfolutely  out  of 
Danger,  without  hazarding  my  Reputation  by  my  Prog- 
noftic.  The  1  oth.  at  Night  however,  I  gave  her  another 
Dofe,  which  operated  much  in  the  fame  Manner  as  the 
preceding.  The  Morning  of  the  1 1  th  fhe  was  fo  perfedlly 
recover’d,  as  to  hand  in  need  of  no  more  Medicines  ; 
Her  Strength  return’d  in  a  reafonable  Time,  ar.d  fhe  has 
continued  perfectly  well  to  this  Hour. 

REMARKS. 

As  from  the  taking  the  firft  Dofe  of  this  Medicine,  fhe 
took  no  other,  and  as  the  Alteration  in  her  Diforder  was 
fo  very  remarkable  and  fudden,  I  think  her  Recovery  can 
be  fairly  afcrib’d  to  nothing  but  the  Medicine.  Many 
Gentlewomen  were  prefent  during  her  whole  Diforder, 
law  her  take  the  Medicine,  obferv’d  the  Effedls,  and  are 
ready  to  give  Teftimony  to  the  Truth  of  what  1  have 
afferted. 

The  Cafe  of  Ralph  Hodgfon,  Efq  ; 

SOmetime  in  the  Month  of  March  1743,  Ralph  Ho dg* 
fon,  Efq ;  of  Garden -Court  in  the  Temple,  was  ieized 
with  a  fevere  Fever.  He  was  at  that  Time  about  twenty- 
five,  as  I  remember,  very  ftrong,  and  fomewhat  corpu¬ 
lent  I  do  not  recolleft  at  what  Time  of  the  Fever  1  was 
call’d  in,  nor  did  lever  know  how  he  had  been  treated 
before  I  faw  him,  having  never  convers’d  with  the  Per- 
fons  who  attended  him  ;  but  a  Gentleman  of  Honour  and 
Fort  me  call’d  on  him  that  Day,  and  found  him  fo  deli¬ 
rious,  reftlefs,  and  ill  in  all  Refpefls,  that  he  gave  him 
over  for  loft.  Betwixt  8  and  9  in  the  Evening,  l  was  de- 
fir’d  to  make  him  a  Vifit  ;  I  found  him  excelhvely  hot,

his  Urine  was  pale  and  crude,  his  Pulfe  extremely  quick 
and  high,  his  Tongue  much  difcolour’d,  and  he  was  ve¬ 
ry  far  from  being  fenfible.  My  Duty  as  a  Phyfician,  my 
Inclinations  and  Honour  as  a  Friend,  and  fome  particular 
Interefts  I  had  in  preferving  his  Life,  all  concurred  to 
make  me  take  the  fhorteft  and  mod  certain  Method  for 
his  Recovery.  I  gave  him,  therefore,  half  a  Dram  of 
the  Powder  above  mention’d,  with  my  own  Hands,  in  a 
Spoonful  of  Syrup  of  Balfam,  about  9  o’Clock.  About 
q  the  next  Morning  I  made  him  a  fecond  Vifit,  and  found 
brm  up,  reading  fome  Law  Reports.  Upon  Examination, 
his  Tongue  appear’d  dear  and  red  ;  his  Urine  was  of  a 
Lemon  Colour,  depofiting  a  copious  Sediment,  his  Heat 
was  moderate,  as  in  a  perfect  State  of  Health  ;  and,  up¬ 
on  the  whole,  he  entirely  recover’d,  fo  as  to  go  abroad 
in  two  or  three  Days,  without  Occafion  for  any  other 
Medicine  of  any  kind  whatever.  I  was  inform’d,  that 
in  half  an  Hour  after  he  had  taken  the  Medicine,  he  fell 
afleep,  fvveat  very  moderately,  and  about  7  in  the  Morn¬ 
ing  had  three  purging  Stools. 

REMARKS, 

I  have  been  the  more  particular  in  this  Cafe,  as,  per¬ 
haps,  the  whole  Hiftory  of  Phyfic  cannot  afford  a  fingle 
Inilance  of  fo  dangerous  a  Diforder,  fo  perfeftly  cur’d  in 
fo  fliort  a  Time,  and  with  fo  little  Trouble.  Mr.  Hodgfon 
is  a  Gentleman  as  much  averfe  to  encouraging  as  telling 
a  Falfhood  ;  And  to  him  I  appeal  for  the  Truth  of  what 
I  have  related. 

rfhe  Cafe  of  Mr.  John  Barrow. 

MR.  'John  B arrow ,  at  that  Time  of  the  Parifh  of 
Lambeth  in  the  County  of  Surrey,  was  on  the  10th 
of  ‘September,  1747,  feized  with  a  violent  Fever,  attend¬ 
ed  with  a  prof ufe  Diarrhoea,  which  in  about  feven  Days 
Time  reduced  him  extremely  low  At  this  Period  he  took 
thirty  Grains  of  the  Fever  Powder,  about  fix  o’Clock  in 
the  Evening;  about  eight  it  threw  him  into  a  profufe 
Sweat,  upon  which  he  found  himfelf  much  eafier  and 
better.  Th's  Sweat  continued  on  him  for  about  four 
Hours,  and  as  foon  as  that  was  gone  off,  it  purged  him 
confiderably,  tho’  without  giving  him  any  Sicknefs  or 
Pain.  The  next  Morning  bis  Fever  left  him  entirely, 
and  he  found  himfelf  in  good  Spirits,  and  foon  recovered 
Strength.  RE- 
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REMARKS. 

Mr.  Barrow  having  been  educated  in  Pharmacy,  he 
might  be  a  better  Judge  of  the  Operations,  and  Succefs 
of  this  Remedy,  than  fome  others.  ’Tis  obfervable 
that  he  took  but  one  Dole,  and  no  other  Medicine. 


Some  time  in  the  Year  1742,  I  happened  to  he  at  a  Tavern 
near  the  Hay-market,  and  hearing  accidentally  of  a  Wo¬ 
man  who  was  likely  to  die  of  a  Fever,  1  remember  1  fent 
her  a  Dofe  of  Powder  ;  o.nd  another  for  her  Child ,  who , 
1  was  informed ,  was  as  dangeroufy  ill  as  the  Mother , 
which  1  ordered  to  he  divided  into  two .  Four  or  five 
Days  after  l Jaw  the  Woman  abroad ,  in  a  tolerable  State 
of  Health ,  This  was  much  talked  of  at  that  time  ;  but  as 
1  did  not  attend  the  Woman  nyfelf \  nor  ever  faw  the  others 
Jhe  mentions ,  1  am  obliged  to  relate  the  four  following 
Cafes  in  her  own  W ords. 

The  Cafe  of  Sarah  Francis,  and  that  of  her 
Nurfe  and  two  Children. 

Q  ARAB.  Francis ,  of  Little  Suffolk  Street  in  the  Hay- 
Market,  St.  James's ,  was  in  the  latter  End  of  Oelo- 
ler  1742,  feized  with  a  violent  Fever,  which  continued 
upon  me  three  Weeks,  during  the  greateft  Part  of  which 
Time  I  was  light-headed,  and  infenfible,  and  fo  very 
weak  and  ill,  that  the  Neighbours,  and  People  who  at¬ 
tended  me,  expelled  my  Death  every  Hour.  At  this  Time 
a  Gentleman,  who  was  at  a  Tavern  in  the  Neighbour¬ 
hood,  fent  me  a  Powder,  and  ordered  the  MefTenger  to 
flay  and  fee  me  take  it.  After  I  had  taken  it  about  a 
Quarter  of  an  Flour,  I  fell  afleep,  and  continued  fleeping 
about  tw'O  Hours ;  but  this  I  relate  only  from  the  Report 
of  thofe  about  me,  for  I  was  delirious.  As  foon  as  I 
awoke,  I  was  perfe&ly  fenfible,  found  myfelf  very  fick, 
vomited  feveral  Times,  and  purged  frequently ;  and 
when  this  was  over,  I  fell  fall  a-fleep,  and  continued 
fleeping  feveral  Hours,  and  fweated  profufely,  upon  which 
I  recovered  perfectly  from  my  Fever,  and  was  well 
enough  in  a  few  Days  to  purfue  my  Bufinefs. 

After  this,  my  Nurfe,  who  attended  me  in  my  Ulnefs,

was  taken  violently  ill  of  the  fame  kinc 
very  light-headed  for  feveral  Days  and 
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Doles  of  the  fame  Powder,  which  operated  much  in  the 
fame  Manner  it  had  done  with  me,  llie  perfectly  reco¬ 
vered. 

At  the  fame  Time  that  I  was  ill  myfelf  of  this  fe¬ 
ver,  my  Daughter  Elizabeth,  who  was  about  feven  V  ears 
old,  was  ill  of  the  fame  Fever,  and  very  light-headed  and 
raving.  .  Shetook  two  half  Dofes  of  the  fame  Medicine, 
which  operated  nearly  in  the  lame  Manner  it  had  done 
with  me,  and  perfectly  cured  the  Fever. 

A  few  Days  after  thi?,  my  Daughter  Henrietta ,  who 
was  about  four  Years  old,  was  feized  with  the  tame  Dif- 
order,  attended  with  the  fame  Circumftances ;  and  upon 
taking  two  half  Dofes  of  the  fame  Powder,  fhe  was  per¬ 
fectly  cured.  In  all  theie  Cafes  we  had  no  Occafion  to 
take  any  other  Medicine.

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before  from  a  Child,  has  never  fince  given  ire  the  Ieaft 
Uneafmefs.

f'he  Cafe  of  Mr.  Robert  Horfburgh  in  Con¬ 
duit-Court,  Long-  Acre. 

2  did  net  attend  the  fc lie  wing  Cafe',  hut  Mr,  Horfhurg, 
the  Subject  of  it,  gives  me  the  following  Relation. 

SIR ,  November  23,  1747. 

I  Was,  on  or  about  the  1 8th  of  October  174 .7,  feized 
with  a  violent  Fever,  which  deprived  me  of  all  my 
Senies,  and  every  one  that  faw  me  thought  it  was  im¬ 
probable  that  I  fhould  recover.  On  the  24th  of  October , 
a  Gentlewoman  advifed  me  to  take  a  Paper  of  your  Fever 
Powder,  which  I  did  about  four  o’  Clock  in  the  After¬ 
noon  ;  after  I  had  taken  it  about  an  Flour,  it  made  me 
vomit  feveral  Times,  and  purged  me  very  often,  but 
without  giving  me  Pain,  and  caufed  me  to  fweat  plenti¬ 
fully.  After  the  Operation  was  over,  I  fell  fad  afleep, 
and  continued  fleeping  till  the  next  Morning,  when  I 
found  myfelf  perfectly  recovered.

The  Cafe  of  Mr.  Jofeph  Hands. 

JOSEPH  Hands ,  about  November  1  746,  was  feized 
with  a  violent  Fever,  which  continued  on  him  about  a 
Week,  when  his  Matter,  the  Flonourable  Mr.  CerePov^- 
left ,  ordered  him  to  apply  to  me  1  gave  him  a  Dofe  of 
Powder,  which  made  him  vomit  three  or  four  Times, 
purg’d  him  feveral  Times,  and  made  him  fweat  plenti¬ 
fully  for  about  24  Hours ;  immediately  after  \\h  ch  the 
Fever  entirely  left  him,  he  flept  veiy  well,  and  recove¬ 
red  without  taking  any  Thing  more. 
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In  July  1 747,  he  was  again  feized  with  a  Fever,  in  con- 
fequence  of  a  violent  Cold,  which  affefted  him  with  fe- 
vere  Pains  in  all  his  Limbs,  and  aviolent  Pain  in  his  Head, 
with  Third,  and  a  Drynefs  of  his  Tongue  :  But  upon 
taking  two  Dofes  of  the  fame  Powder,  he  was  imme¬ 
diately  cured. 

In  September  1 747,  he  was  again  feized  with  violent 
Pain  in  his  Limbs,  and  a  Fever,  which  ended  in  a  Pleurify. 
I  again  gave  him  three  Dofes  of  the  fame  Powder,  which 
operated  much  in  the  fame  Manner  as  the  former  had 
done,  and  entirely  removed  his  Fever;  for  his  Tongue, 
before  rough  and  difcoloured,  became  moift  and  red,  his 
extreme  Heat  was  abfolutely  gone  ;  and  his  Urine,  before 
crude,  depofited  a  copious  equal  Sediment.  But  he  could 
not  get  a  Moment’s  Sleep,  and  complained  that  when  he 
attempted  to  fhut  his  Eyes,  the  Room  feemed  to  turn 
round,  and  he  had  a  thoufand  inconfiftenc  Ideas.  Upon 
this  Complaint,  I  diredted  for  him  thirty  Grains  of  Mufk 
and  twelve  of  Nitre.  In  half  an  Hour  after  taking  it,  he 
fell  faft  afleep,  continued  deeping  ten  Hours,  and  awak’d 
perfectly  weil.  This  laft  Circumdance  I  mention  as  a 
Thing  that  is  of  great  Confequence  in  Practice,  and  of 
which  I  have  had  much  Experience  in  dmilar  Cafes.  No¬ 
thing  is  fuperior  to  Mufk  in  Spafmodic  Diforders,  and 
nothing  is  equal  to  it  in  the  Convulfions  of  Children.  But 
I  am  afraid  it  is  generally  ufed  in  two  fmall  Dofes  to  an- 
fwer  the  End, 


fhe  Cafe  of  Mrs .  Mary  Beft. 


MR  S.  Mary  Beft ,  at  the  Golden  Sugar-Loaves  in 
Bury  Street ,  St.  James's,  was,  on  the  4 tb  Day  of 
September  1747,  feized  with  a  violent  Fever,  having  mif- 
carried  three  Days  before.  On  the  Day  following,  fhehad 
fo  exct  ffive  a  Pain  in  her  Head,  that  it  almoft  made  her 
diffracted,  as  fhe  expreffed  herfelf ;  fhe  continued  in  this 
Manner,  without  bung  able  to  deep  a  Moment,  till  the 
Suf'day  following,  being  the  6th,  and  that  Day  about 
1  2  o’  Clock  fhe  took  a  Dofe  of  the  Powder  before  men- 
ti  ned.  After  fhe  had  taken  the  Powder  about  half  an 
Hour,  die  was  very  tick,  and  vomited  pretty  much,  and 
pm  t.-.ree  or  four  Times,  -'  bout  eight  o’  Clock  fhe  fell 
i  .  deep,  and  continued  deeping  and  fweating  all  Night, 

2  and 
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and  the  next  Morning  Ihe  got  up  perfe&Iy  well,  withou 
any  Complaint  of  her  Head,  or  any  Signs  of  a  Fever;  and 
had  no  Return. 

Mr.  Thomas  Brooke  Attorney  at  Law  in  Red  Lyon  Street, 
Holbourn,  gives  me  the  following  Cafes ,  which  happened 
under  his  Infpedtion. 

The  Caje  of  Mr.  Beake  Brooke,  and  that  of 
Mrs.  Mary  Thackeray,  Servant  to  Mr- 
Thomas  Brooke. 

SIR, 

MI  Brother  Beake  was,  on  the  id  of  Oftoler  la#, 

.  taken  ill  of  a  violent  Fever,  which  in  a  few  Days 
ran  fo  high  as  to  make  him  delirious,  and  to'all  Appear¬ 
ance  he  was  in  the  u tm oil  Danger,  the  Medicines  he  had 
taken  having  no  Manner  of  EfFedl,  and  the  Apothecary 
who  attended  him  faid  it  would  be  a  Miracle  if  he  reco¬ 
vered.  On  the  Sunday  Morning,  being  the  8th,  yon  vifited 
him,  and  gave  him  a  Dofe  of  your  Powder  for  Fevers  a- 
bout  Noon,  which  made  him  vomit  a  little,  and  purged 
him  pretty  fmartly,  and  fweated  him  a  good  deal.  As  foon 
as  the  Operation  was  over,  he  fell  fad  afleep,  and  conti¬ 
nued  deeping,  and  in  a  breathing  Sweat  all  that  Night, 
and  the  next  Morning  he  was  perfectly  well  of  his  Fever, 
and  able  to  walk  about.  Fie  went  abroad  two  Days  af¬ 
ter,  and  has  continued  well  ever  lince. 

Mary  Thackeray ,  my  Servant,  was,  on  the  I  oth  of  Octo¬ 
ber  i  747>  foized  with  a  violent  Pain  in  her  Head,  which 
brought  on  her  a  very  bad  fever,  and  fhe  was  light-headed 
forfeveral  Days;  but  upon  taking  one  Dofe  of  your  Pow¬ 
der,  which  purged  her  pretty  much,  and  made  her  fweat, 
the  Fever  entirely  left  her.

The  Cafe  of  Mifs  Eccles. 


Mifs  Eccles,  at  her  Brother-in  Law’s,  Mr.  Hodges ,  at  the 
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Peacock  in  Cafeaton  Street.  She  was  about  twenty  two 
Years  of  Age,  had  enjoyed  a  general  good  State  of  Health, 
but  was  rot  of  a  very  ftrong  Conftitution.  I  underflood 
that  fhe  came  out  of  the  Country  about  a  Month  before, 
and  was  foon  after  feized  with  a  pretty  fevere  Cold,  at¬ 
tended  with  a  Cough.  This  was  fucceeded  by  a  Diar¬ 
rhoea,  which  I  had  reafon  to  believe  would  have  termi¬ 
nated  the  Diflemper.  But  it  feems  it  was  not  thought 
proper  that  this  fnould  continue ;  for  die  had  taken  a  great 
Number  of  Draughts  and  Boles,  in  which  Diafcordium, 
the  Bark,  and  other  Adringents  and  Opiates  were  Ingre¬ 
dients.  Thefe  had  the  intended  EfFedt,  for  the  Diarrhoea 
was  check’d  ;  and  upon  this  fhe  became  feverifh,  her 
Pulfe  high  and  quick,  her  Urine  high-coloured,  her  Coun¬ 
tenance  remarkably  red  and  florid,  and  fhe  was  at  Inter¬ 
vals  fomewhat delirious.  Thefe  Circumftancea  I  collected 
from  thofe  about  her.  The  Morning  I  vifited  her,  fhe 
3i  ad  taken  twenty  Grains  of  Ipecacuanha,  which  did  not 
operate  as  an  Emetic,  but  purged  her  copioufly  three 
Times ;  in  Confequence  of  which  fhe  was  manifedly  better 
in  all  Refpedls.  I  was  going  to  prefcribe,  when  the 
Apothecary  mentioned  aPhyfician  who  attended  her, upon 
which  I  declined  directing  any  Thing  till  I  had  feen  him, 
and  an  Appointment  was  made  for  our  Meeting  the  next 
Morning  at  eleven.  Accordingly  I  went  at  the  Time  ; 
but  the  Dodtor  thought  proper  to  behave  in  fuch  a  man¬ 
ner,  that  1  deferted  the  Patient,  and  left  her  entirely  to 
his  Management.  But  on  Tuefday ,  March  24,  Mr.  Hodges 
came  to  my  Houfe,  and  defired  earneflly  that  I  would  fee 
the  young  Lady  again.  Accordingly  I  made  her  a  Vifit, 
and  was  informed,  that  the  preceding  Evening,  upon  fome 
Keprefentations  that  had  been  made  concerning  the  pro¬ 
digious  Number  of  Medicines  fhe  was  to  take,  the  Dodlor 
laid,  it  was  not  his  Bufinefs  to  confult  the  Intereft  of  her 
Executors,  for  it  was  impofiible  fhe  could  recover;  and 
this,  it  feems,  occafloned  my  being  call’d  again.  Mifs 
Eccles  was  at  this  Time  exceflively  delirious,  and  had  been 
fo  for  fome  Days,  during  which  Time  fhe  had  never  flept; 
her  Tongue  was  very  much  difcoloured.  ;  her  Pulfe  ex¬ 
tremely  low  and  quick ;  her  Heat  was  exceflive  ;  her 
Countenance  extremely  florid  and  red  :  and  her  Urine 
fometimes  pale,  and  flometimes  a  little  colour’d,  but  crude. 
The  Medicines  fhe  had  taken  were  cordial  Draughts,  and 
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Boles  every  fix  Hours,  from  the  Time  I  left  her  ;  for  I 
was  informed  there  was  fome  Sufpicion  of  a  Miliary  Fe¬ 
ver,  which  was  to  be  expelled  thro'  the  Pores  of  the  Skin* 
After  having  represented,  before  a  great  many  of  the 
Neighbours,  the  Hardfhip  of  attending  a  Lady  under  fuch 
difadvantageous  Circumftances,  I  confented  to  undertake 
the  ondudt  of  her  Cafe.  1  immediately  order’d  bleed- 
ingin  the  Foot ;  applied  a  Blilter  to  her  Head,  and  Simu¬ 
lating  Cataplafms  of  Muftard-Seed  and  Horfe  radifh  to 
her  Feet.  Mean  time  I  took  care  to  procure  two  Stools 
by  a  Clyfler.  That  Evening  fhe  took  a  Dofe  of  the  Pow¬ 
der  I  have  fo  often  mentioned,  which  was  repeated  fome 
Hou  rs  after  ;  but  neither  had  any  perceiveable  Operation. 
The  next  Day,  March  25th,  her  Urine  depofited  a  copi¬ 
ous  Sediment,  tho’  fhe  kill  continued  delirious.  I  re¬ 
peated  the  third  Dofe  of  Powder,  which,  like  the  prece¬ 
ding,  had  no  fenfible  Operation.  Every  Body,  however, 
about  her  could  perceive  that  fhe  was  vifibly  mended.  In 
the  Afternoon  1  gave  her  half  an  Ounce  of  Glaubers  Salt, 
which  purged  her  twice.  1  hat  Night  fhe  flept.  The 
next  Morning,  March  26,  I  found  her  in  her  Senfes,  and 
fo  much  recovered  that  I  told  the  Family  I  thought  her 
out  of  Danger.  I  repeated  fome  more  Dofes  of  Glauber's 
Salt,  and  in  a  very  few  Days  fhe  was  perfectly  well,  except 
that  fhe  remained  very  weak  ;  but  recovered  enough  to 
be  married  foon  after. 

REMARKS. 

I  cannot  determine  how  far  the  Powder  was  inftrumen- 
tal  in  this  Cure.  To  fpeak  my  own  Sentiments,  1  think, 
that  neither  the  Powder,  nor  the  other  Remedies,  would 
have  performed  it  alone,  tho1  I  was  fo  fortunate  as  to  fuc- 
ceed  by  both  :  But  as  her  Urine  feparated  immediately 
after  taking  the  firfl  Dofes,  and  as  this  is  the  general  Ef¬ 
fect  it  produces,  I  muft  afcribe  a  good  deal  to  it. 

>  Upon  this  Occafion,  I  cannot  excufe  myfelf  from  ob- 
ferving,  that  I  have  frequently  feen  very  confiderable  Ef- 
fe&s  produced  by  the  Application  of  Cataplafms  to  the 
Feet,  prepared  of  Horfe-radifh  andMuflard  teed,  with  a 
little  old  Yeaft,  and  fharp  Vinegar.  Phyficiaris  who  con* 
ftantly  treat  Patients  in  the  Hippocratic  Method,  waiting 
for  a  Crifis,  and  doing  very  little  to  interfere  with  the 
Operations  of  Nature,  have  abundant  Opportunities  of 
*  B  3  obferving 
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obferving,  that  the  Piles,  or  Pains  in  the  Feet,  eminently 
relieve  the  Head.  And  therefore  when  thefe  do  not 
happen  fpontaneoufly,  it  has  been  thought  expedient  to 
excite  them  by  Art.  As  to  the  Piles,  it  is  not  an  eafy 
Affair  to  bring  them  on  foon  enough  to  anfwer  the  Pur- 
pofe;  nor  indeed  can  it  be  done  at  any  time  with  any  De¬ 
gree  of  Certainty.  It  would,  therefore,  be  a  very  great 
3mprovement  in  Medicine,  todifcover  a  Method  of  exci¬ 
sing  an  Haemorrhage  from  the  Haemorrhoidal  Veins  at 
Pteafure,  and  with  as  much  Facility  as  we  can  procure  one 
from  the  Veins  of  the  Arm,  the  Neck,  or  the  Foot ;  for 
1  make  no  Doubt  but  by  this  means  we  fhould  have  it  in 
our  Power  generally  to  fecure  the  Head.  But  with  Reipett 
to  Pains  in  the  Feet,  ’tis  otherwife;  for  thefe  may  be,  and 
are,  frequently  excited  by  the  Application  of  Cantharides, 
Euphorbium,  and  other  ftimulating  Ingredients.  But 
thefe  Cataplafms  anfwer  the  End  much  fooner,  and  more 
effectually,  than  any  other  Topic  whatever;  efpecially  if 
the  Feet  are  previoufly  foftned  by  foaking  them  in  Milk 
and  Water;  and  if,  inllead  of  applying  them  to  the  Soles, 
the  whole  Feet  are  involved  in  them,  fpread  pretty  thick 
on  a  Linnen  Cloth.  1  have  almoft  daily  Inftances  of  Pa¬ 
tients  being  rous  d  from  a  Coma,  or  recovered  from  a  De¬ 
lirium,  in  a  few  Hours,  by  thefe  Meafures,  with  a  De¬ 
gree  of  falutary  Pain,  little  inferior  to  the  Rack  ;  and  this 
3  efteem  the  furelt  Prognodic  of  returning  Health  ;  and 
ton  the  contrary,  I  generally  find  an  lnfenlibility  or  Ab- 
fence  of  Pain,  after  the  Application  of  thefe  Cataplafms 
for  a  reafonable  Time,  to  be  the  mod  certain  Prefage  of 
approaching  Death.  1  need  not  mention,  that  they  fhould 
be  renewed  from  Time  to  Time  as  they  become  dry ;  or 
sthat  when  they  have  excited  a  fufficient  Degree  of  Pain,  or 
when  that  becomes  intolerable,  they  may  be  removed, 
left  the  continued  Torture  fhould  fruftrate  the  End  pro- 
pofed,  by  depriving  the  Patient  of  that  Opportunity  of 
getting  natural  Sleep,  which  it  has  afforded  him,  and 
•which  may  reafonably  be  expected  under  this  Manage¬ 
ment.  The  judicious  will  know  when  to  re-apply  them, 
and  how  to  regulate  the  Degree  of  Pain,  that  it  may  be 
fufficient  to  anfwer  the  Purpofe,  without  running  into  fuch 
an  Extreme  as  to  defeat  the  Intention.  I  do  not  ipeak 
of  thefe  Applications  as  a  late  Difcovery,  for  Sinapifms 
are  almoft  as  old  as  Medicine  ♦  but  I  could  not  forbear 
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faying  thus  much,  becaufe  I  don’t  find  that  they  are  ufed 
in  the  common  Courfe  of  Pra&ice  ;  and  becaufe  the  great 
and  good  Efft&s  I  have  often  known  them  to  produce, 
convince  me,  that  it  is  an  inexcufable  Omifljon  to  neg¬ 
lect  them,  when  the  Patient  is  delirious  or  cornatole, 
or  when  the  Head  is  apprehended  to  be  in  Danger. 

T'his  Cafe  farther  affords  me  an  Opportunity  of  fpeak- 
ing  my  Sentiments  upon  a  Subjed  of  valt  Confequence  in 
Pra&ice,  [mean  that  of  a  Miliary  Fever.  Arid  1  hope 
the  Gentlemen  of  the  faculty,  who  think  differently  from 
me,  will  excufe  me,  if  I  am  not  fo  far  a  Sceptic,  as  to  call 
in  queftion  fome  Points  of  Dodrine  relative  to  this  Dif- 
temper,  which  I  find  at  preient  univerfally  received  as  un- 
queftionable  Maxims.  Sir  David  Hamilton,  the  celebra- 
teu  Man  midwife  iome  Years  ago,  wrote  a  Treatife  ex¬ 
prefly  on  this  Dilorder;  and  I  muft  confefs  I  have  often 
met  with  the  Fever  he  defcribes,  attended  with  innume¬ 
rable  Velicles  upon  the  Breaft,  or  all  over  the  Body,  about 
the  Size  of  a  Pin’s  Head  But  this  I  have  very  feldom 
obferv'd  to  happen,  except  in  the  Fevers  of  Child-bed 
Women,  and  ihat  only  when  an  Excels  cf  Heat  had  been 
previoufly  excited  by  the  Seafon  of  the  Year,  the  Regi¬ 
men,  or  Medicines  ;  or  when  due  Evacuations  had  been 
neglected  in  the  Beginning,  and  in  Confequence  of  this, 
the  Febrile  Heat  had  been  buffered  to  rife  to  an  extra¬ 
vagant  Fitch.  I,  therefore,  always  confider’d  thefe  mi¬ 
liary  Eruptions  as  the  Off-fpring  of  Heat  only,  by  what¬ 
ever  Means  it  was  produced  ;  arid  never  had  the  leaf! 
Reafon  to  apprehend  that  they  were  caufed  by  any  Kind 
of  Malignity  or  Poifon  antecedent  to,  or  coeval  with,  the 
Fever.  And  in  Confequence  of  thefe  Sentiments,  I  have 
feldom  or  never  foilicited  theii  Protrufron  by  Sudorifics ; 
but  inftead  of  that,  have  almoft  always  judged  it  more 
prudent  to  prevent  them,  by  curing  the  Fever,  before  it 
arrived  at  that  Stage,  in  which  they  generally  appear. 

I  don’t  know  thai  the  Name  of  Miliary  Fever  is  at  pre- 
fent  confin’d  to  the  Diflemper  above-mentioned  ;  but  fo 
far  as  I  have  been  able  to  inform  myfelf,  this  Name  fhould 
feem  to  extend  to  all  Sorts  of  Fevers  attended  with  a 
great  Number  of  fn  all  Eruptions,  not  yet  dillinguifhed 
by  any  particular  Name  Thefe,  ’tis  true,  frequently 
occur  in  acute  Difeafes,  if  the  Patient  is  kept  very  warm 
and  takes  many  Cordials ,  but  they  as  often  happen  to 
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thofe  who  ufe  much  Exercife  in  hot  Weather,  or  who 
travel  into  hot  Climates,  without  any  Fever  or  Cardiacs. 
Hence  1  have  been  induced  to  efteem  them  as  the  pure 
Effedts  oi'to'o  intenfe  Heat,  and  otherwife  as  independent 
of  the  Fever,  and  as  little  to  be  regarded  in  the  Treat¬ 
ment,  as  a  long  Beard,  or  a  dirty  Face,  when  {having  or 
wattling  have  been  negledled,  in  Confequence  of  an  acute 
Diforder.  Of  this,  however,  1  will  venture  to  be  poft- 
tive,  that  let  the  Phyfician  but  remove  the  Fever,  and  ei¬ 
ther  no  miliary  Eruptions  wi!l  be  protruded ;  or  if  they 
are,  they  will  be  fo  perfectly  inoffenfive,  as  neither  to 
deferve  any  Notice,  nor  am  particular  Treatment 

Upon  the  whole,  I  have  many  Reafons  to  fuipeff  that 
many  of  the  miliary  Fevers  we  hear  of,  are  entirely  the 
Children  of  Art ;  and  that  Nature  is  very  little  concern’d 
in  their  Generation.  In  order  to  explain  how  1  appre¬ 
hend  they  may  be  at  any  Time  produced,  give  me  leave 
for  once  to  fuppofe  a  Cafe.  Let  the  ltrongefl  Porter  or 
Chairman  that  can  be  met  with,  in  the  mod:  entire  State 
of  Health,  be  confined  to  his  bed  in  a  very  warm  Room; 
let  him  take  every  four  Hours  hot  Sudorifics,  and  let 
Sweats  be  folicited  by  drinking  plentifully  Sack  or  White- 
Wine  Whey,  and  by  all  other  Methods  that  can  be  con¬ 
trived.  He  will  foon  find  himfelf  hot,  reftlefs,  and  un- 
eafy  ;  and  in  fome  Days,  Nature  will  probably  attempt  his 
Relief,  by  exciting  a  Diarrhoea.  Let  this  be  immediately 
check’d,  and  foon  after  he  will  become  delirious,  and  will 
fleep  either  very  uneafily,  or  not  at  all.  Then  let  a  Blitter 
be  laid  on  his  Back,  and,  in  the  Progrefs  of  his  Treat¬ 
ment,  half  a  Dozen  more  on  various  Parts  of  the  Body, 
and  let  the  fame  Medicines  and  Regimen  be  continued. 
He  will  become  more  hot,  reftlefs,  and  delirious,  be  ex¬ 
cruciated  with  the  Strangury,  and  very  likely  fweat  pro- 
fufely,  while  the  Symptoms  continually  increafe.  When 
he  has  been  thus  managed  a  certain  Number  of  Days, 
fourteen  for  Example,  or,  if  thefe  are  not  fufhcient, 
twenty,  ’tis  a  thoufand  to  one  that  Miliary  Eruptions  will 
appear  upon  the  Surface  of  the  Skin  *  and  then  withdraw¬ 
ing  the  heating  Medicines,  and  Regimen,  and  giving  him 
fome  Stools,  ’tis  pofhble  he  may  recover. 

The  three  following  Cafes  may  poflibly  convince  thofe 
whom  Faffs  can  influence,  that  all  the  Maxims  commonly 
received,  relative  to  Miliary  Fevers,  are  not  Itriffly  true. 

Th* 
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The  Cafe  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Hayes. 

MRS.  Sarah  Hayes,  Wife  to  Mr.  Hayes,  a  Waiter  at 
White's  Chocolate-Houfe,  St.  James' s-ftreet,  aged 
twenty-two,  was,  on  Sunday  the  \Vio\  May,  1748,  taken 
with  a  Shivering,  fucceeded  by  an  exceffive  Heat  ;  and  on 
Monday  the  2d,  was  confin’d  to  her  Bed.  Her  Fever  con¬ 
tinued  increafing.  till  about  the  11th  of  May,  during  all 
which  time  (he  had  little  or  no  Sleep,  and  fweated  profufe- 
ly.  At  this  Period  miliary  Eruptions  began  to  appear  on 
her  Bread  and  Arms,  which  continued  about  three  Days, 
and  then  difappear’d  ;  upon  which  fhe  was  much  worfe, 
and  began  to  be  exceffively  delirious  and  infenfible,  info- 
much  as  not  to  know  her  Hufband,  or  any  of  her  Friends; 
her  Tongue  was  exceffively  dry,  and  black,  and  her 
Urine  without  any  Sediment,  and  pale.  In  this  Condi¬ 
tion,  or  Friday,  May  the  20th,  in  the  Evening,  I  vifited 
her  ;  fhe  took  a  Dofe  of  Fever  Powder,  upon  which  lhe 
was  fick  the  greatell  Part  of  the  Night,  puked  gently  fe- 
veral  times,  and  purged  four  or  five  times.  The  next 
Morning  her  Tongue  began  to  be  moift  and  red,  her 
Urine  fomewhat  turbid,  her  Pulfe  regular,  and  much  lefs 
quick,  and  her  feverifh  Heat  was  greatly  diminifh’d,  in- 
fomuch  as  to  be  fcarcely  perceiveable.  On  Sunday  Morn¬ 
ing  fhe  was  much  better,  but  her  Delirium  Hill  continued, 
and  ffie  fiept  but  little.  On  Sunday  Night  fhe  took  a  large 
Dofe  ofMulk,  and  towards  Five  in  the  Morning  fiept 
for  fome  Hours,  and  continued  fieeping  at  Intervals  till 
the  Wednefday  Morning  following,  when  fhepeifeclly  re¬ 
cover’d  her  Senfes  and  Health,  without  any  other  Me¬ 
dicine,  except  fome  few  gentle  Purges;  and  during  my  At¬ 
tendance  I  think  file  took  three  or  four  neutral  Draughts, 


The  Cafe  of  Mr.  Benjamin  Freer. 


ON  Monday  June  20,  1748,  Benjamin  Freer,  about 
nineteen  Years  old,  a  Waiter  now  at  the  Sun  1  a- 
vern  in  St.  Paul's  Church  Yard,  had  been  ill  feveral  Days 
of  a  Fever,  and  this  Day  miliary  Eruptions  began  to  ap¬ 
pear  on  his  Arms,  which  the  next  Day,  Tucfday  the  2  ill, 
difappear’d;  and  tho’  he  fweated  very  much,  his  I  ongue 
became  very  dry,  and  he  began  to  be  delirious  and  con- 
vulfed,  infomuch  that  on  Friday  the  24th,  his  Tongue  was 
black,  dry,  crack’d  and  fore,  and  he  was  exceffively  de¬ 
lirious,  perpetually  muttering  fomething  that  could  not 

be 
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be  onderftood  ,  and  throwing  off  the  Bed-clo.ifhs,  could 
with  Difficulty  be  kept  in  Bed,  and  was  exceedingly 
eonvulfed  ail  over.  In  this  Condition  1  was  call’d  to  him, 
and  about  Noon,  “June  24,  he  took  one  full  Dofe  of 
Fever  Powder,  which  gave  him  five  Stools.  At  Night 
his  Tongue  began  to  be  moift  and  red,  and  he  fpoke 
more  intelligibly  ;  but  yet  was,  at  Intervals,  delirious. 
He  took  half  a  Dofe  more  about  Nine,  and  it  was  re¬ 
pealed  about  Four  ;  but  neither  ofthefe  had  any  per¬ 
ceivable  Operation.  On  Saturday  the  25th,  about  Ele¬ 
ven  in  the  Morning,  he  took  another  whole  Dole,  which 
gave  him  three  Stools.  At  Night  his  Tongue  was  much 
more  moift  and  red  ;  he  was  more  fenfible,  and  his  Con- 
vulfions  much  lefs  That  Night  he  dept  three  Hours, 
and  fweated  very  gently.  On  Sunday  the  26th,  by  Ele¬ 
ven  in  the  Morning,  his  Couvu’fions  entirely  ceafed,  his 
Tongue  became  red  and  moill  ;  he  was  very  fenfible,  and 
in  every  Refpebt  fo  well,  as  to  be  thought  out  of  Dan¬ 
ger.  The  next  Day  he  took  a  gentle  Purge,  which  was 
repeated  two  or  three  Times,  and  perfectly  recover’d. 

R  E  M  ARKS. 

The  Obfervations  I  would  make  upon  the  two  preced¬ 
ing  Cafes  are,  that  a  Maxim  generally  receiv’d  in  Phydc 
is  falfe,  importing,  that  when  miliary  Eruptions  appear 
on  the  Skin  in  Fevers,  and  foon  after  recede,  without 
any  Pofiibility  of  being  brought  out  again,  the  Patient  al- 
moll  always  dies  delirious  and  convuls’d.  For  in  thefe 
two  Cafes,  and  many  more  I  could  inftance,  the  Patients 
have  recover’d  with  great  Eafe,  notwithflanding  the  Re- 
troceffion  of  the  Eruptions  above-mentioned.  And,  fe- 
condly,  that  as  the  Reproduction  of  thefe  EfHorefcences 
was  in  no  degree  neceffary  to  the  Cure  of  the  Fever,  I 
ihould  ftrongly  fufpefl,  that  their  firft  Appearance  was  of 
as  little  Ufe  ;  and  if  of  no  Service  here,  I  fee  no  Reafon 
to  imagine  they  are  at  any  time  of  Confequenee  enough 
to  deferve  a  particular  Treatment.  Of  this,  however,  I 
think  myfelf  abundantly  certain,  that  let  the  Phyfician 
take  Care  to  moderate  the  Fever  in  fuch  a  manner,  that 
the  Symptoms  may  not  run  into  an  Excels  ;  and  the  vital 
Powers,  or  what  is  ufually  underflood  by  the  Word  Na¬ 
ture,  will  fo  regulate  the  Diforder  as  to  produce  and  keep 
them  out,  if  it  fhould  be  conducive  ro  the  Prefervation  of 
the  Individual ;  and  never  expel  them  at  all,  or  fuffer 


them  to  recede,  if  they  are  fiiperfluous  or  injuri¬ 
ous.  And  with  Refpedt  to  the  Delirium,  Convulfions, 
and  that  Train  of  fatal  Symptoms  which  ufually  are  faid 
to  enfue  upon  the  Difappearance  of  miliary  Eruptions,  I 
mull  befo  candid  as  to  confefs,  that  1  have  afcrib'd  tbefe 
generally  to  the  very  hot  Medicines  ufually  exhibited 
with  a  view  of  expelling  them  ;  for  I  know  that  in  other 
Fevers,  the  fame  heating  Medicines  will  produce  the  very 
fame  Symptoms. 


"The  Cafe  of  Airs.  Anne  Medley. 


ANNE  MEDLEY a  young  Woman  about  twenty- five 
Years  of  Age,  being  upon  a  Vifit  to  a  Relation  at 
Dunmow  in  Ejjex ,  forty  Miles  from  London ,  was  on  Mon¬ 
day,  May  the  30th,  about  four  o’Clock  in  the  Morning, 
feiz’d  with  a  violent  Pain  in  her  Right  Hip,  and  a  Fever, 
which  increased  till  Thurjday  Morning,  at  which  time  her 
Fever  was  exceffive,  and  her  Pain,  now  fpread  all  over 
her,  was  intolerable.  On  Monday ,  the  Day  Ihe  was  taken 
ill,  Ihe  loft  ten  or  twelve  Ounces  of  Blood,  which  was 
very  fizey.  Tn  this  Condition  however,  on  Wednefday , 
June  the  1  ft,  fhe  fet  out  for  London,  being  perfuaded  Ihe 
fhould  have  more  Care  taken  of  her  at  home  than  in  a 
ftrange  Place.  That  Night  fhe  arriv’d  at  Chelmsford,  and 
was  there  told  that  her  Diforder  was  the  Gout,  and  that 
fhe  mull  drink  for  her  Life  llrong  Wines,  in  order  to 
keep  it  from  her  Stomach.  That  Night  fhe  took  ftrong 
White-Wine  Whey,  with  Rart’s-horn  Drops,  which  did 
her  a  great  deal  of  Mifchief ;  for  next  Morning  {he  was 
much  worfe  in  every  Refpedl.  That  Morning,  Thurfday , 
June  the  2d,  fhe  fet  forward  for  London,  and  upon  the 
Road  drank  near  a  Bottle  of  White-Wine,  the  ftrongefl: 
that  could  be  procured,  in  Purfuance  of  the  Inflrudions 
fhe  had  receiv’d.  As  her  Diforder  was  from  the  firll  a 
fevere  inflammatory  Fever,  the  Wine  had  the  EfFedl 
which  might  reafonably  be  expe&ed  from  jt ;  that  is, 
inflam’d  her  to  an  exceffive  Degree.  She  came  home  that 
Evening  from  the  Ian, in  a  Chair ;  but  with  the  utmofl: 
Difficulty,  and  was  very  near  expiring  in  it,  in  all  Ap¬ 
pearance  When  fhe  was  undrefs’d,  her  Right  Leg  was 
extremely  fwell'd  and  black  ;  and  the  Skin  was  crack’d 
and  d;fcharg’d  Ichor  and  Blood,  and  her  Pain  and  Fever 
raged  with  the  utmofl:  Violence.  In  this  Condition  fhe 
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took  half  a  Dofe  of  Fever  Powder,  which  gave  her  four 
or  five  Stools,  and  made  her  puke  a  little,  and  rais’d  a 
gentle  Sweat.  The  next  Morning,  June  the  3d,  the  Tu¬ 
mor  of  her  Leg  fubfided  ;  fhe  was  in  much  lefs  Pain,  and 
her  Fever  was  much  abated.  On  Saturday,  June  the  4th, 
fhe  loft  twelve  Ounces  of  Blood,  which  was  extremely 
fizey ;  and  at  Night  the  Powder  was  repeated,  with  much 
the  fame  EfFeCt  as  the  firft  On  Sunday ,  June  the  5th,  fhe 
loft  ten  Ounces  more  of  Blood,  as  fizey  as  before;  and  at 
Night  a  Blifter  was  apply’d  to  her  Back.  Monday,  June 
the  6th,  her  Fever  was  very  moderate,  but  her  Pains  con¬ 
tinued  exceflive,  and  fhe  could  get  no  Sleep.  She  loft 
ten  Ounces  of  Blood,. more  fizey  than  the  firft.  Till 
Sunday  the  1 2th,  fhe  took  three  or  four  times  a  Day,  Ni¬ 
tre  and  other  neutral  Salts ;  and  was  three  times  purg’d 
with  Glauber  s  Salt.  On  that  Day  a  great  Quantity  of 
miliary  Eruptions  appear’d  upon  her  Breaft  and  Arms, 
but  very  faintly.  The  fame  neutral  Salts  and  Purges  were 
continued  till  Sunday,  June  the  19th,  and  the  miliary 
Eruptions  came  forward  pretty  well.  The  Pains  ftill  con¬ 
tinued  with  Violence  ;  and  fhe  had  never  clos’d  her  Eyes 
to  deep  from  the  firft  Seifure,  that  is,  for  twenty  Days. 
This  Morning  her  Urine,  which  had  all  the  Time  been 
high  colour’d  and  crude,  was  as  pale  as  Rock  Water. 
Her  Fever  return’d  with  Violence,  and  fhe  began  to  be 
very  delirious.  She  loft  immediately  ten  Ounces  of 
Blood,  which  continued  fizey  as  before,  and  in  an  Hour 
took  a  very  large  Dofe  of  Fever  Powder,  which  made  her 
very  fick  all  Day,  and  gave  her  eighteen  Stools  :  After 
the  third  of  which,  her  Urine  became  again  high  co¬ 
lour’d,  and  at  Night  depofited  a  copious  Sediment.  Af¬ 
ter  every  Stool  fhe' was  manifeftly  better,  infomuch,  that 
in  the  Evening  the  Delirium  ceafed,  and  fhe  was  per¬ 
fectly  in  her  Senfes.  That  Night,  after  taking  a  Dofe; 
of  Mufk,  fhe  ilept  for  the  firft  time  from  Twelve  to  One,, 
but  awaked  in  great  Confufion  and  Pain-:  At  five  in  the; 
Morning  of  the  20th, .fhe  fell  afleep  again,  and  flept  till! 
Seven, but  awak’d  in  the  fame  Confufion.  At  this  time  the: 
miliary  Eruptions  were  come  very  forward,  appear’d  withi 
very  fmall  white  Heads,  which  broke,  and  difcharg’dl 
a  Water.  From  this  Time  fne  was  perfectly  freefromi 
her  Fever,  but  her  Pains  continued,  tho’  lefs  violent.  She: 
flept  from  time  to  time,  but  as  her  Sleep  was  very  much: 
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confus’d  and  difturb'd,  the  Evening  of  i tuefday ,  'June  the 
2 1  ft,  ftie  took  half  a  Dram  of  Muik,  and  twelve  Grains 
of  Nitre.  That  Night  fhe  flept  pretty  well,  and  conti¬ 
nued  to  deep  ever  after  with  more  Eafe,  From  this  time 
fhe  was  pretty  free  from  her  Fever ;  but  when  the  firft 
miliary  Efftorefcences  went  off,  a  fecond  Crop  appear’d, 
and  after  that  a  third,  but  with  little  or  no  Inconvenience, 
for  fhe  was  able  to  fit  up  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Day, 
and  foon  recover’d  ;  except  that  for  fome  Time  Ihe  was 
affe&ed  with  Pains  in  the  Arms  and  Legs,  returning  up¬ 
on  any  confiaerable  Alteration  of  the  Weather. 

REMARKS. 

.  X 

The  young  Woman,  w  ho  is  the  Subject  of  this  Hiftory, 
two  Days  before  her  Journ.ey  ,  had  heated  herfelf  excef- 
fively  by  ironing  Linnen,  and  had  been  fo  imprudent  as  to 
go  into  a  damp  Cellar,  and  drink  SmaU-beer,  whilft  in 
a  violent  Sweat  ;  and  the  Day  on  which  fhe  travell’d 
was  exceffively  hot  and  fultry.  Thefe  Chrcuraftances, 
add^d  to  the  prepofterous  Treatment  of  her  Diforder 
whilft  abroad,  excited  an  Inflammation  to  the  higheft  De¬ 
gree  imaginable  ;  infomuch  that  the  Heat  of  her  Diftem- 
per,  which  ‘was  exceflive,  performed  the  Ofiice  of  heating 
Medicines  and  Cordials,  and  excited  miliary  Eruptions. 
But  the  judicious  will  obferve,  that  little  Regard  was 
paid  to  thefe  Appearances,  and  that  nothing  was 
attempted  with  a  View  of  promoting  them.  Inftead  of 
that,  all  the  Evacuations,  the  Med.cines,  and  Regimen, 
tended  to  cool,  to  check  the  Violence  of  the  Inflam¬ 
mation,  to  remove  the  Fever,  or  at  leaft  to  keep  it  with¬ 
in  due  Bounds.  The  Succefs  anfwer’d  my  Expectations. 

It  often  happens,  that  Perfons  of  both  Sexes,  upon 
taking  a  violent  Cold,  are  fei.z’d  with  an  utter  Lofs  of 
Appetite,  DejeClion  of  Spirits,  violent  Coughs,  Pains  in 
the  Breaft,  andfometimes  in  the  Arms  and  Leg' ;  and  all 
thofe  Symptoms  which  ufually  accompany  a  Coufump- 
tion.  I  give,  therefore,  the  following  Caffs,  as  Speci¬ 
mens  of  what  ms]  be  expe&ed  in  fuch  Diforders  from 
the  Ufe  of  the  Powder. 


"The  Caje  of  Mr.  'Thomas  Carter,  at  the  Sun 
and  Apple-Tree,  in  White-Hart  Yard, 
Drury- Lane. 


MR..  Center  was,  on  Vay  3,  1748,  about  two  o’Clock 

in  the  Afternoor*  Seized  with  a  violent  Shivering, 
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which  lafted  about  three  Hours.  He  was  put  to  Bed,  and 
when  the  Shivering  ceas’d,  he  became  exceffively  hot 
and  feverilh.  The  next  Morning  his  Apothecary  took 
away  about  ten  Ounces  of  Blood.  From  the  firft  he  was 
much  afflidled  with  Pains  in  his  Bowels ;  he  could  get 
but  very  little  Sleep,  and  was  generally  delirious,  with 
very  few  and  fhort  Intervals.  In  this  State  he  continued 
till  the  1 5th  of  the  fame  Month ;  his  Medicines  were 
warm  Cordials  and  Diaphoretics.  A  Blifter  was  apply’d 
to  his  Back,  and  two  to  his  Arms  ;  and  he  had  feveral 
Clyfters,  being  exceffively  coftive  during  the  whole  111- 
nefs.  About  the  1 6th  he  was  feiz’d  with  a  very  fevere 
Cough,  and  his  Legs  began  to  fwell  pretty  much,  and 
pitted.  On  the  2  1  ft  he  was  remov’d  to  Kenfington ,  in  a  ve¬ 
ry  weak  Condition  ;  the  Delirium  having  ceas’d  for  a  few 
Days.  Whilft  he  continued  there,  the  Cough  and  Swelling 
of  his  Legs  increas’d  greatly,  and  he  became  daily  weaker, 
infomuch  that  on  July  the  ift,  he  was  with  much  Diffi¬ 
culty  brought  to  Town,  as  his  Family  and  Friends 
thought,  to  die ;  and  that  Day  his  Wife  was  told,  by 
one  concern’d  in  Phyftc,  that  he  would  fleep  no  more  in 
this  World. 

July  the  1  ft,  about  feven  in  the  Evening,  I  vifited 
him  for  the  firft  'Lime,  and  found  him  too  weak  to  walk 
acrofs  the  Chamber.  His  Cough  was  fo  exceffive, 
that  he  had  fcarcely  flept  a  Moment  for  many  Nights ; 
and  every  Night  he  fpit  more  than  a  half  Pint  Bafon 
of  a  yellow  and  green  vifcid  Matter,  very  frothy,  and 
mix’d  with  Pus.  His  Pulfe  was  fcarcely  perceivable  : 
His  Tongue  dry  and  white  :  He  was  exceffively  thirfty 
and  very  deaf  :  His  Urine  was  very  red,  crude,  and 
fmall  in  Quant  ty  ;  and  his  Legs  were  much  fwell’d. 
This  Evening  I  directed  an  Emulfion  of  Sperma  Ceti, 
with  Opobalfam  and  alitt’e  Rhubarb,  to  procure  a  Stool. 

July  the  2d,  I  made  him  a  fecond  Vifit,  and  found 
him  mm h  in  the  fame  Condition  as  the  Day  before, 
/is  1  iudged  there  was  Reafon  to  believe  the  Diforder 
of  his  Lungs  depended  on  his  Fever,  I  gave  him  that 
Night  twelve  Grains  of  the  Fever  Powder.  At  this  time 
he  complain’d  very  much,  as  he  had  done  fome  time,  of  a 
Pain  and  great  Sorenefs  at  the  lower  part  of  his  Bread, 
on  the  Right  Side.  July  3.  in  the  Morning,  I  thought 
him  fomewhat  better,  for  his  Urine  depofited  a  copious 
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white  Sediment,  was  more  in  Quantity,  and  he  Was  much 
lefs  feverifh  aud  thirfty,  and  better  in  Spirits,  having 
got  a  little  Sleep ;  This  Night  he  took  fifteen  Grainsmore 
of  the  fame  Medicine.  July  4,  his  Third  was  very  much 
abated,  his  Tongue  moift  and  red,  his  Urine  in  larger 
Quantity,  and  he  had  flept  fome  Hours  the  preceding 
Night;  fo  that  I  thought  him  upon  the  whole  much  better. 
This  Night  a  Dofe  of  fifteen  Grains  of  the  Powder  was 
repeated. 

July  5,  he  had  flept  a  good  deal ;  his  Cough,  Spitting, 
Third,  and  Deafnefs  were  much  better.  This  Night  he 
took  fifteen  Grains  more. 

July  6  and  7,  he  continued  mending,  and  took  each 
Night  fifteen  Grains  of  the  Powder,  which  till  this  Time 
had  no  fenfible  Operation.  But, 

July  8,  he  took  another  Dofe  of  fifteen  Grains,  and 
was  redlefs  and  uneafy  till  two  o’Clock,  when  he  vomited 
twice  plentifully,  fo  as  to  fill  a  Chamber- pot  half  full  of 
yellow  frothy  Phlegm  ;  and  immediately  after  he  fell  a- 
fleep,  and  continued  fleeping  till  near  Eight,  without 
once  coughing  or  fpitting. 

July  9,  I  found  him  furprizingly  better,  every  bad 
Symptom  being  much  abated.  This  Night  a  Dofe  of 
fifteen  Grains  was  repeated  :  About  two  in  the  Morning 
he  vomited  plentifully,  then  flept  -till  Eight,  as  the  pre¬ 
ceding  Night. 

July  10,  I  found  him  ro  much  recovered,  that  I  judg’d 
him  out  of  Danger.  From  t'his  Time  his  Cough  was  fo 
lit  le  troublefome,  that  he  could  fleep  eight  or  nine  Hours 
without  being  once  diflurbed.  Fie  fpit  but  little,  and 
that  of  a  good  Colour  and  Confifience.  The  fwellmg  of 
his  Legs  gradually  abated,  his  Appetite  returned,  fo  as  to 
be  craving,  and  he  grew  plump  and  ftrong,  fo  as  to  walk 
in  Scmerjet  Gardens  and  the  Park,  almr.it  every  Day. 
From  this  Time  he  took  the  Powder  only  once  in  two  or 
three  Days,  and  on  the  other  Evenings  fome  gentle  ca¬ 
thartic  Pills,  to  give  him  a  Motion  or  two  the  next  Day. 

July  29,  he  went  to  the  Melon  Ground,  at  Mill-Bank , 
walk’d  for  an  Hour,  and  then  walk’d  home. 

Augufl  7,  he  walk'd  to  Marybone ,  thence  to  Tottenham - 
Court,  and  thence  home. 

Augufl  8,  he  went  to  Fulham  in  a  Coach,  and  walk’d 
all  the  Way  home.

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Since  that  TimeTie  has  been  perfe&ly  well ;  But  left  I 
Should  afcribe  too  much  to  the  Powder,  I  mull  remark,  that 
from  the  Time  I  was  frit  confuted,  I  confined  him  to  a 
very  ftrift  Regimen,  and  forbid  all  Manner  of  Flefh  and 
all  Sorts  of  fermented  Liquors.  His  Food  confided  prin¬ 
cipally  of  Broths,  Milk,  the  raw  White  of  an  Egg  beat 
up  with  Sugar,  and  other  things  of  the  fame  kind;  he  had 
the  Liberty  of  drinking  plentifully  of  the  Juices  of  bak’d 
Cherries  and  Currants,  the  Fruits  then  in  Seafon. 

\ The  Cafe  of  Mr.  Giles  Alfop,  a  Hatter ,  in 
White- Hart  Yard,  Drury- Lane. 

R.  Giles  rtlfop  was,  about  the  Middle  of  March , 
1749,  fe:‘ze(l  with  a  flow  Fever,  attended  with 
great  Lownefs  of  Spirits  and  Deje&ion,  a  Cough  ad  confi- 
derable  Spitting,  an  utter  Lofs  of  Appetite,  want  of  Sleep, 
and  Third:,  infomuchthat  he  was  thought  to  be  in  a  Con- 
furaption.  In  this  Situation  he  lod  fome  Blood,  and  took 
every  Night  ten  Grains  of  the  Fever  Powder,  which  only 
made  him  fweat  very  gently.  Fie  found  himfelf  much 
better  immediately,  and  in  a  Fortnight  was  perfedly  re¬ 
flated  to  his  Health. 

The  Cafe  of  Air.  Benjamin  Pinchis. 

R.  Benjamin  Pinchis,  Coachman  to  a  noble  Earl, 
was  about  the  2cth  of  December,  1748,  feized 
with  Pains  in  his  Back,  Sides,  and  Limbs,  attended  with 
a  feverifh  Indifpofition,  and  anabfo’ute  want  of  Reft,  toge¬ 
ther  with  perpetual  Tremblings.  On  Wednefday,  'Jan.  4, 
1748-9,  he  took  half  a  Dofe  of  the  Powder,  which  gave 
him  one  Stool,  and  made  him  fweat  profufely.  At  one 
in  the  Morning  he  took  another,  which  made  him  vomit 
once,  procur’d  three  Stools,  and  made  him  fweat  till  Nine 
on  B turf  day  Morning:  By  the  Evening  of  which  Day  he 
was  perfectly  well. 

I  he  Cafe  of  Airs.  Kidney. 

RS.  Clark ,  now  Mrs.  Kidney ,  Wife  to  Mr.  Kidney, 
of  Goldfmiths-Hall,  had  been  for  upwards  of 
two  Y ears  affli&ed  with  a  F ever  on  her  Spirits  and  Nerves, 
as  it  was  called,  which  reduced  her  fo  very  low,  that  fhe 
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was  unable  to  fee  any  Company,  and  was  ready  to  fink 
down  at  the  leak  Noife;  every  Object  Teem’d  diflorted  and 
frightful,  and  to  greatWatchfulnefs  attended  the  Diforder, 
that  fhe  has  been  often  fix  or  eight  Nights  fucceffively 
without  Sleep,  tho’  one  hundred  and  twenty  Drops  of 
Liquid  Laudanum  were  given  her  at  a  Time  to  procure  it. 
Her  Friends  try’d  all  Means  for  her  Relief  that  were  ad- 
vifed,  but  without  EfFeCt,  and  fhe  was  fuppofed  paft  all 
Hopes  of  Recovery.  She  was  perfuaded  to  take  feven 
Grains  of  the  Fever  Powder,  which  made  her  a  little  Tick, 
then  occafioned  a  gentle  Sweat,  and  after  that  purg’d  her 
twice;  when  the  Operation  was  over,  fhe  found  her- 
felf  infinitely  better.  However,  purfuant  to  the  Directi¬ 
ons,  fhe  took  feven  Grains  more  of  the  fame  Powder, 
which  had  nearly  the  fame  EfFeCt  as  the  former  ;  and  in 
three  or  four  Days  fhe  pe.feCtly  recovered  her  Hea'th. 

Thus  much  was  lent  me  by  the  Lady  in  Queflion,  be¬ 
fore  1  had  feen  her :  But  upon  examining  into  the  Par¬ 
ticulars  of  the  Cafe,  I  found  fomething  very  remarkable 
attending  it.  She  had  been  bit  by  a  mad  Dog  about  two 
Years  before,  and  had  never  been  perfectly  well  after¬ 
wards.  But  the  next  Year,  nearly  at  the  fame  Seafon  in 
which  fhe  had  received  the  Wound,  all  the  Symptoms 
above-mentioned  appeared  with  great  Violence.  What 
Meafures  were  taken,  I  cannot  learn,  but  in  fome  Weeks 
fhe  became  much  better.  The  fecond  Year,  at  the  fame 
Seafon,  her  Diforders  were  again  exafperated  as  before  ; 
and  it  was  then  fhe  took  the  Fever  Powder,  with  the 
Succefs  mentioned  above. 

The  Cafes  of  many  People  occur  in  medicinal  Wri'ers,. 
who  after  receiving  a  Bite  from  a  mad  Dog,  have  been 
feiz’d  periodically  with  moff  of  thofe  Symptoms  which 
precede  and  accompany  the  Hydrophobia.  Hi  Id  anus  gives 
an  Inflance  of  this  kind  in  a  Letter  from  Rofcius.  The 
Lady  who  is  the  SubjeCt  of  his  Obfervation,  as  I  remem¬ 
ber,  had  Returns  of herDiforder  every  feven  Years  at  firfb^ 
and  afterwards  more  frequently.  We  read  of  fomething 
of  the  like  kind  in  the  P bilofophical  Pranfadlions ,  that  hap¬ 
pened  to  two  Boys  in  Inland.  And  I  have  been  told  by 
a  Gentleman  of  Veracity,  of  a  Cafe  where  the  Diflemper 
appeared  periodically  in  a  Boy  who  was  Wrhipper-in  to  a 
Pack  of  Fox-Hounds  in  the  North  of  England.  I  don’t 
relate  this  by  way  of  recommending  this  Medicine  in  that 
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Species  of  Madnefs  excited  by  the  Bite  of  a  mad  Dog, 
becaufe  I  have  no  farther  Experience  of  its  Efficacy.  And 
as  Quickfilver  will  both  prevent  and  cure  it,  (as  is  fhewn 
in  the  Philofofhical  Franfattions ,  and  in  my  Pamphlet  upon 
this  Subject,)  it  would  be  trifling, as  well  as  inhuman,  to 
negleft  a  certain  Remedy  for  the  Sake  of  an  Experiment. 

The  Cafe  of  Mary  Smith,  of  Babraham,  near 
Hogmagog,  the  Seat  of  the  Right  Hon .  the 
Earl  of  Godolphin. 

ON  Wednefday  the  4th  of  December,  1748,  flie  was 
feized  with  a  violent  Fever  and  fore  Throat,  which 
continued  to  grow  worfe  without  any  Intermiffion,  till 
Sunday  the  8th,  when  flie  was  blooded,  and  a  Blifter  was 
laid  to  her  Back  ;  the  Fever  Hill  heightened,  and  flie  grew 
delirious  :  On  Monday  Morning  flie  was  feized  with  convul- 
iive  Twitchings,  the  Fever  was  burning  hot,  and  her  Speech 
alter’d,  fo  as  at  times  not  to  be  underflood.  At  ten  that 
Morning,  Mr.  Anthony  Froling,  a  Servant  of  Lord  Godol- 
fhins,  gave  her  flfteen  Grains  of  the  Fever  Powder.  In 
half  an  Hour  after  flie  was  in  a  profufe  Sweat,  which 
continued  above  an  Hour.  She  had  one  fmall  Puke,  and 
in  the  Afternoon  two  Stools.  At  Night  the  Fever  abated, 
and  flie  got  fome  Sleep;  (of  which  flie  had  not  had  a 
Wink  before  from  her  being  f  rfl  taken  ill )  the  Fever  con¬ 
tinued  to  abate  all  Tuefday ,  and  on  Wednefday  flie  took  fif¬ 
teen  Grains  more  of  the  Powder,  which  had  no  viflble 
Operation,  but  flie  ftill  continued  to  mend,  and  the  Fever 
abated,  tho’  it  was  not  quite  gone  off;  the  Complaint  in 
her  Throat  ftill  continued  ;  and  on  Friday  the  23d  fhe  took 
the  like  Dofe  of  Powder,  which  only  fweated  her  for  near 
three  Hours.  On  this  the  Fever  went  off,  and  the  fore 
Throat  in  a  manner  was  quite  well. 

Ehs  Cafe  of  Mrs.  Margaret  Mincing. 


R  S.  Margaret  Mincing,  then  Servant  to  the  Ho- 


JLVJ.  nourable  Mr.  Drax,  in  Pall  Mall,  was  on  Monday , 
March  the  qth,  1748,  extreamly  ill  of  a  Fever.  She  was 
very  hot  and  thirfty,  had  not  flept  for  three  Days  and 
Nights,  was  very  colli  ve,  had  violent  Pains  in  her  Head, 
and  likewife  all  over  her;  her  Face,  Arms,  and  Legs  were 
very  much  conyulfed.  That  Night  about  Eleven,  fhe  cook 
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a  Dofe  of  Powder,  which  in  about  anHour  made  her  a  lit¬ 
tle  tick,  but  without  vomiting.  About  the  fame  Time  a 
Biifter  was  apply’d  to  her  Back,  and  Simulating  Cata- 
plafms  to  her  Feet.  She  fweated  all  that  Night  plentifully, 
and  the  next  Morning,  about  feven,  took  another  Dofe  of 
Powder,  in  Confequence  of  which,  Ihe  fweated  all  that 
Day,  and  by  ten  o’clock  in  theMorning  all  herPains  and 
Convulfions  ceafed,  and  the  Fever  feem’d  entirely  cur’d. 
On  Friday  Morning,  March  11,  the  convulfive  Motions 
returned,  together  with  the  Pains  in  her  Head,  but  with¬ 
out  any  Feverifh  Heat.  About  eight  in  the  Morning  Ihe 
took  another  Powder,  which  raifed  a  gentle  Sweat  ;  and 
at  eleven  the  Convulfions  and  Pains  entirely  ceas’d.  She 
then  took  a  very  gentle  Purge,  which  operated  feverai 
Times.  She  had  no  Return  of  her  Pains,  Convulfions, 
or  Fever,  but  recovered  perfectly. 

Very  foon  after  this,  I  had  Intelligence,  that  a  violent 
epidemical  Fever  rag’d  in  Dorfetjhire ,  of  which  fcarcely 
one  in  fifteen,  of  thofe  that  v/ere  feiz’d  with  it,  recover’d. 
And  upon  this,  I  requefted  Mr.  Drax ,  who  from  the 
preceding  Cafe  had  c.ontra&ed  a  favourable  Opinion  of 
the  Medicine,  to  fend  a  Quantity  of  it  to  his  Steward  in 
that  County,  with  proper  Directions,  and  Orders  to  dis¬ 
tribute  it  in  the  Manner  he  thought  raoft  proper  for  the 
Welfare  of  his  Neighbours.  And  I  am  perfuaded,  that 
the  fame  Spirit  of  Humanity  which  prevailed  upon  him 
to  grant  my  Petition,  has  given  him  fufficient  Reafon,  not 
to  regret  his  Compliance.  For  his  Steward  fends  me  the 
following  Account.

SIR,  Charborough ,  i  ^ th  July  I  749, 

T  Received  yours,  but  the  Hurry  of  Bufinefs  I  am  en- 
gag’d  in,  with  the  Diftance  of  time  fince  the  Fever 
rag’d  here,  would  not  permit  me  to  colled  the  following 
Caies  vwith  that  Exa&refs  I  have  aimed  at)  fooner  ;  and 
indeed,  1  am  ftill  afraid,  that  for  want  of  Attendance  on 
the  feverai  fick  Perfons,  and  Knowledge  in  the  phyfical 
Way,  feverai  Symptoms  have  efcaped  my  Notice. 

The  Fever  that  raged  here  from  the  Beginning  0 £  March 
to  the  latter  End  of  May,  174^,  was  generally  fatal;  not 
above  one  in  ten  got  over  it.  Their  firil  Complaint  was  a 
Chiliinefs  and  Pain  in  all  their  Limbs,  which  foon  fettled 
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in  the  Throat,  Breaft,  or  Side,  but  generally  in  the  latter  ; 
and  in  a  few  Hours  after  they  were  taken,  they  uere  fo 
difpirited  and  extreamiy  ill,  that  one  would  have  thought 
them  juft  expiring  ;  and  indeed  a  great  man)  did  at  the 
End  of  three  Days,  and  the  Generally  at  the  End  of  five 
Days  1  obferved  that  when  this  fever  was  molt  fatal  it 
was  attended  with  a  Purging 

The  Reafon  why  no  more  of  your  Powders  were  taken,, 
is  this;  the  Fever  had  made  great  P  ogrefs  b  fore  they 
came  here;  and  after  I  had  receh  e  them,  it  requires  fome 
Time  and  Difficulty  to  perluade  the  ounrry  people  to* 
take  them,  who  by  theii  natural  D  dike  to  Medicine,  and 
the  Prejudice  they  entertain’d  of  the  Powders  being  Mercu¬ 
ry,  or  fdme thing  of  a  poiion  us  N  ture,  they  chole  rather 
to  die  than  to  lay  violent  Hanus  on  them  elves.  Whe¬ 
ther  thefe  weak  Notions  were  rurfed  by  the  Phyficians- 
and  Apothecaries  here  I  am  not  certain  ;  but  1  have  fome 
Reafon  to  think  they  were,  becaufe  I  have  heard  feme 
of  them  in  public  Company  endeavour  to  difciedit  the 
Powders,  by  calling  them  a  quack  Compofition,  and  the 
like.  This,  tho’  eafily  feen  thro  by  People  offmall  Pe¬ 
netration,  yet  with  the  Multitude  had  fome  Weight  ; 
but,  at  laft,  Experience  convinced  them  that  the  Powders 
were  found  more  efficacious  than  Bleeding  and  Bliftering, 
the  Method  purfued  by  the  Phyficians  and  Apothecaries, 
The  Cafe  of  the  firft  Perfon  who  took  your  Powders 
here,  viz.  henry  Bain  of  Lytchet  near  PW,  in  the  Coun¬ 
ty  of  Oorfet ,  was  taken  in  March  1 748,  with  a  cold  Shi¬ 
vering,  and  a  great  Pain  in  his  Limbs,  which  foon  brought 
on  a  violent  Fever,  and  in  two  or  three  Days  he  was 
thought  very  dangeroufly  ill;  being  informed  of  his  Con¬ 
dition,  I  fent  him  a  Do  e  01  >our  Powder  with  proper 
Directions,  which  1  copy’d  out  of  your  Dsffertation  on  Fe¬ 
vers  ;  the  Powders  fweated  him  very  much,  and  his  Pains 
and  Fever  abated  ;  but  the  Nurfe  imprudently  gave  him  a 
Civ  Her  before  the  Operation  of  the  Powder  was  over,  and 
lie  thereby  took  frefh  Cold,  which  brought  on  the  Fever 
more  violent  than  ever  ;  !  fent  him  another  Dole,. which 
operated  as  before,  and  probably  would  have  immediate¬ 
ly  cur’d  him,  had  he  been  preven  ed  trom  going  down 
Stairs  too  foon,  wiiich  laid  him  up  again  for  fome  Days; 
however  he  got  over  it,  and  has  continued,  well  ever 
flnce,

Mr.  George  Goodwin  of  Morden  near  Wareham ,  C 
penter,  was  taken  in  March  1748,  with  a  Chillinefs,  and 
a  great  Pain  in  his  Limbs,  which  was  foon  followed  with  a 
violent  Fever,  and  a  great  Oppreffion  at  his  Breaft,  and  a 
Pain  in  his  Side  ;  after  he  had  been  blooded  four  or  five 
Times  without  Relief,  I  fent  him  a  Dofe  of  your  Pow¬ 
der,  which  fweated  him  very  much,  and  in  five  or  fix 
Hours  after  he  had  taken  it,  he  found  himfelf  quite  eafy, 
and  the  Fever  perfectly  gone,  and  has  remained  well  to 
this  Dhy. 

William  lfaac ,  of  Morden ,  was  taken  about  the  fame 
Time  with  the  like  Complaints  ;  after  he  had  been  twice 
blooded  I  gave  him  a  Dofe  of  your  Powder,  which 
fweated  him  very  much,  and  in  a  few  Hours  his  Fever 
left  him,  and  he  has  continued  well  to  this  Day." 

Elizabeth  Gawler ,  cf  Morden ,  was  likewife  taken  with 
a  violent  Fever,  and  without  Bleeding  or  ufmg  any  other 
Means,  but  taking  one  Dofe  of  your  Powder  (which 
fweated  her  very  much)  the  Fever  left  her  in  four  Hours 
after  (he  took  it,  and  returned  no  more. 

Daniel  Travers,  of  Morden,  was  in  April  1748,  feiz-’d 
with  a  violent  Fever,  and  a  Pain  in  his  Breaft  and  Side, 
but  by  taking  one  Dofe  of  your  Fever  Powder,  the  Fever 
left  him,  and  he  has  remained  well  to  this  Day, 

Mr.  Thomas  Oliver  of  Spetijbury,  near  B ! and/or d,  aged 
upwards  of  fixty  Years,  was,  in  June  1748,  taken  with 
a  violent  pleuritic  Fever  ;  after  he  had  been  blooded  and 
try'd  federal  Medicines  in  vain,  he  was  advis’d. to  fend  for 
a  Dofe  of  your  Fever  Powder,  which  fweated  him  very 
much,  and  by  taking  the  fecond  Dofe  his  Fever  quite  left 
him,  and  he  remains  well  to  this  Day. 

Hen'y  Debit,  John  Gallop,  Thomas  Stickland,  Henry  Fry, 
and  Francis  Barnes,  were  all  feized  with  violent  Fevers 
about  the  fame  Time,  and  applied  to  me  for  your  Pow¬ 
ders,  which  operated  as  befoie  by  fweaiing  and  I  be¬ 
lieve  their  Cure  was  principally  owing  to  your  Powders. 

I  am  inform’d,  that  feveral  Perfons  at  a  farther  Dif- 
tance  in  this  Neighbourhood  have  taken  them  with  the 
like  Succefs  ;  and  the  only  Times  they  have  fail  d  with¬ 
in  my  Kr.owdedge  were  on  the  following  Peifons,  viz, 
Thomas  Bozant ,  Roger  Baker,  Mary  Sellar,  and  Jane  Pot¬ 
ter,  who  all  died  ;  but  I  find  by  a  nice  Enquiry,  that 
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the  Powders  were  imprudently  adminiftred,  or  not  given 
till  the  Perfon  was  adlually  departing.

MR  S.  Dickens  of  Enfield,  a  Lady  of  Fortune,  and 
one  whofe  Character  puts  her  Veracity  out  of  Dif- 
pute,  did  me  the  Favour  to  fend  me,  on  the  nth  of  Nov. 
1 749,  her  own  Cafe,  that  of  her  Daughter,  and  thofe 
of  four  of  her  Neighbours,  who  were,  I  prefume,  ob¬ 
lig’d  to  her  for  the  Medicine.

MR  S.  Dickens  was,  about  the  middle  of  March  1 749, 
feizedwith  a  Fever,  of  that  Kind  which  is  call’d 
Nervous  ;  it  continued  for  near  two  Months ;  but  on  or 
about  the  14th  of  May  following,  Ihe  took  one  Dofe  oi 
Fever  Powder,  which  made  her  puke,  and  exci- 
a  Sweat.  The  next  Day  fhe  was  perfedtly  well.

jV/f"  I  S  S  Dickens  was  abouS  the  fame  Tims  ill  of  a 
X  violent  Cold,  attended  with  a  Fever.  She  took 
half  a  Dofe  of  the  Powder,  by  which  Ihe  was  perfectly 
cur  d,  and  has  remained  well  ever  fmce.

Three  Cafes  communicated  by  Mr.  Bullock,  of 
Pyle,  near  Coinbrook. 

ON  the  5th  oi February  1751,  the  Son  0 f  John  Hawks, 
Gardener  to  Mr.  Bullock ,  aged  twelve  Years,  was 
leized  with  a  mod  violent  Fever,  in  Confequence  of  which, 
ne  kept  his  Bed  fifteen  Weeks,  the  fix  laft  of  which  he  lay 
ienlete^s,  and  was  fo  exceftively  reduced,  that  no  one  had 
the  .eait  Expedition  of  his  Recovery;  and  for  fome  Weeks 
it  was  thought  impoffible  he  could  live  an  Flour  longer 
or  he  was  fo  emaciated,  that  his  Joints  work’d  Wounds 
through  the  Skin,  which  were  thought  very  likely  to 
merti  y.  In  this  Situation,  Dr.  James’ s  Fever  Pow'der 
was,  by  a  Neighbour,  given  to  the  Child,  and  repeated 
three  times ;  at  the  fame  Time  the  C’ataplafms  deferibed 
in  the  printed  Diredions  for  taking  the  fame  Powder  were 
applied  to  his  Feet.

At  this  Time  he 
rattled  in  the  Throat,  was  very  much  delirious  and  in- 
Tnlible,  and  excefiively  hot  and  low.  At  feven  in  the 
looming  Lord  Falkland  gave  him  half  a  Paper  of  Dr. 
ya???e:'s  Fever  Powder,  which  made  him  fweat  profufely.

R  E  terrible  Havock  which  was  made  amongft  the 
Gentlemen  of  the  Law  and  others,  who  attended 
the  Old  Bailey  in  April  1750,  is  too  recent  to  be  readiiy 
forgot.  Sometime  in  the  May  following,  when  the  Town 
was  very  much  alarmed  on  Account  of  the  Fever  then 
raging,  tae  following  Paragraphs  and  Cafes,  which  were 
literally  true,  appeared  in  the  Daily  Advertifer. 

4  At  this  Juudure,  when  every  body  is  alarmed  at  the 
4  frequent  Deaths  of  Numbers  of  People,  who  attended 
4  at  the  late  Sefllons  at  the  Old  Bailyy  and  when  many 
*  feem  apprehenfive  led  the  Contagion  ihould  fpread  dill 
‘  farther,  it  may  be  fome  Satisfadion  to  the  Public  to  be 
*  informed,  that  no  one,  who  contraded  a  Fever  in  Con- 

4  feauence 
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*  fequence  of  that  Attendance,  and  took  Dr.  James's  Fe- 
‘  ver  Powder,  has  died.  The  two  following  Cafes  are  ve- 
6  r y  remarkable,"  and,  at  this  Time,  of  too  much  Con- 
4  fequence  to  be  concealed  from  the  Publick. 

‘  Mr.  John  the  arm ,  Clerk  to  Mr.  Madden ,  an  Infurance- 
4  Broker  in  CajUe  Alley,  near  the  Royal  Exchange,  was  at  the 
4  Scffions-Houfe  on  Friday  the  27th  of  Afrit,  during  the 
‘  whole  Day,  to  hear  the  Trials.  On  Fhurfday  the  loth  of

A  LETTER  from  Mr.  Henry  Laughton, 
Merchant ,  at  Bojion  in  New  England ,  to  Mr . 
John  Newbery,  in  St*  Paul' s  Church -Yard ^ 
London. 

S  1  R , 

I  Was  in  London  in  September  lad;,  and  heard  a  great  Cha¬ 
racter  of  Dr.  James's  Fever  Powder,  and  being  then 
bound  home  to  Region,  was  perfuaded  by  fome  of  my  Friends 
to  purchafe  a  few  Papers  for  the  Ufe  of  my  Family  only ;

SI  R  Harry  Hicks ,  of  Ckig-weil ,  in  the  County  of  EJJex, 
Bart,  was  on  the  Morning  of  the  8th  of  Odtober  lalt, 
(and  in  the  88th  Year  of  his  Age)  feized  with  a  hidden  De« 
privation  of  the  Ufeofalihis  Limbs,  and  a]  moll  all  his  Facul¬ 
ties,  tho1  he  was  but  a  few  Minutes  before  in  good  Health  :

Y  N  the  Year  1  752, 1  was  called  to  a  Girl  about  eighteen 
1  Years  of  Age,  by  her  Father,  who  told  me  fhe  had  loll 
her  Speech  24  Hours.  I  found  the  Girl  had  no  percepti¬ 
ble  Pulfe,andl  could  but  juft  perceive  her  to  breathe,  except 
fometimes  when  fhe  fetched  a  deep  Sigh;  her  Eyes  were 
fixed,  and  her  Extremities  cold  :  In  this  deplorable  Situ- 
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ation,  I  endeavoured  to  get  down  Tome  of  Dr,  James's  Fever 
Powder,  mixed  with  a  little  Treacle.  After  feveral  At¬ 
tempts  fhe  took  the  Quantity  of  a  Quarter  of  a  Paper.  I

She  took  four  Dofes  of  the  Pow¬ 
der  as  above  mentioned,  and  fweated  greatly  for  30  Hours, 
during  which  Time  fhe  had  feveral  fetid  Stools,  and 
brought  off  a  very  great  Number  of  Worms,  fome  dead, 
but  moft  of  them  alive.  From  this  Time  fhe  began  to  re¬ 
cover,  and  in  three  Weeks  was  able  to  walk  up  a  Hill, 
which  a  Difficulty  of  breathing  for  fix  Months  before  had 
prevented  her  from  doing.  I  gave  her  an  Ounce  of  Elixir 
Proprietatis,  to  take  fome  of  it  next  Morning  and  Even¬ 
ing.  Her  Stomach  -came  to  her,  and  fhe  was  perfectly 
veil  in  five  Weeks  Time.

AS  the  Summer  was  very  rainy,  and  the  Winter 
exceeding  irregular,  both  Town  and  Country  have 
prov’d  very  unhealthy,  tho’  notfo  much  as  Carolina ,  where 
they  die  of  pleuritic  Fevers  like  rotten  Sheep ;  and  at  a 
Village  about  fifteen  Miles  diftant  from  Savannah ,  be¬ 
longing  to  Carolina ,  few  Houfes  efcaped  the  Havock  this 
Fever  has  made ;  Some  whole  Families  were  fwept  a- 
way.  I  fent  them  fome  of  Dr.  James's  Powder,  and 
thofe  that  took  it,  in  general,  here,  as  well  as  in  the  Coun¬ 
try,  have  done  very  well.  I  brought  with  me  to  the 
Value  of  50  s.  and  I  don’t  know  one  Inftance  of  its 
failing  of  Succefs.

SIR, 

WHEN  you  vifited  my  Wife  at  one  o’Clock  on  Triday 
Morning  thei  5  th  of  February  laft,  (he  had  had  a  ner¬ 
vous  Fever  for  eleven  Days,  which  had  gained  Strength 
confiderably  the  three  lait,  and  feemed  to  be  increafing 
hourly.  She  was  affected  with  a  continual  Reftlefthefs, 
Anxiety,  and  Watching.  She  had  a  ftghing  Refpiration, 
aNaufea  with  Bitterneis  in  her  Mouth,  a  rough  difcolour’d 
Tongue,  a  quick  languid  intermitting  Pulfe,  a  hecking 
Cough,  and  a  heavy  Pain  in  the  hinder  Part  of  her  Head, 
with  other  Symptoms  which  feemed  to  foretell  an  approach¬ 
ing  Delirium,  and  a  Coma.  After  enquiring  into  the  na¬ 
tural  Strength  of  her  Conftitution,  feeling  her  Pulfe,  &c. 
you  directed  no  more  than  five  Grains  of  your  Fever  Pow¬ 
der,  which  had  a  pretty  harfh  Operation, forfive  or  fix  Hours, 
that  feem  d  to  render  her  more  weak  and  low,  but  imme¬ 
diately  after  threw  her  into  a  fweet  Sleep,  out  of  which  ft le 
awoke  exceedingly  refrefhed  and  reftored,  with  a  yen'-  great 
Remiffion  of  her  Fever.  In  twelve  or  fourteen  Hours  her 
Strength  and  Spirits  were  recruited.  From  this  Time  fhe 
gradually  amended  till  the  Fuefday  following,  whe-n  the  Fe¬ 
ver  left  her  at  one  in  the  Morning ;  during  this  Interval 
fhe  had  taken  feventeen  Grains  more  of  the  Powder  in 
fmall  Dofes.  She  has  had  very  flight  Returns  of  it  for 
an  Flour  or  two  in  the  middle  of  the  Night  after  long  In- 
termiftions,  for  which  Ihe  took  the  Bark  the  Wednefday  fe’n- 
night  afterwards,  and  is  now,  I  bids  God,  perfectly  re¬ 
cover’d  ;  fhe  has  extremely  good  Spirits,  her  Strength 
is  recruited,  her  Sleep  and  Appetite  better  than  they  had 
been  for  fome  Months  before  the  Fever  feized  her.  She 
likewife  got  rid  of  a  troublefome  Cough,  which  had  vexed 
her  for  about  a  Year. 

But  while  I  am  returning  Thanks  to  you  in  this  pub¬ 
lic  Manner,  I  think  myfelf  obliged  to  do  the  fame  to 
the  ingenious  Dr.  Rupel  of  Reading,  who  attended  my 
Wife  kindly  and  affiduoufly  from  the  firft  Hour  her  Diftern- 
per  began  to  be  alarming  ;  and  I  am  fully  perfuaded  he 
treated  her  very  skilfully,  according  to  the  mofl  approved 
Method  in  regular  Practice.

JJhe  Cafe  of  John  King,  Drawer  in  Georgeh 
Coffee  Houfe ,  Chancery- Lane. 

JOHN  King ,  aged  about  20  Years,  a  Drawer  at 
George's  Coffee  Houfe  in  Chancery  Lane ,  over  againft 
Lincoln  s  Inn ,  was  feized  with  a  moft  violent  Fever  on  the 
8th  of  June  1754,  which  lafted  for  fix  Weeks  ;  he  had 
eleven  Blifters  upon  him  at  once,  and  was  fo  weakened  and 
emaciated,  that  he  was  not  able  to  go  abroad  under  three 
Months  from  the  Time  of  its  flrft  Attack. 

The  Fever  returned  again  the  Beginning  of  Decem¬ 
ber  1754,  and  he  finding  Means  to  get  into  St.  George's 
Hofpital,  Hyde -Park-Corner  ,they  permitted  him  to  ft  ay  there 
about  a  Week,  and  during  that  l  ime  gave  him  fuch  com¬ 
mon  Medicines  as  the  Apothecaries  ufually  adminifter  in 
Fevers,  which  did  him  no  Service,  for  he  was  very  far 
from  being  well  when  he  left  the  Hofpital. 

On  the  1  zth  of  December  1 754,  the  Fever  returning  with 
great  Violence,  he  was  put  to  Bed,  and  Dr.  James's  Pow¬ 
der  being  recommended  by  a  Gentleman  who  had  been 
an  Eye-witnefs  to  a  very  remarkable  v_ure  performed  by 
it,  the  Lad  was  very  defirous  of  taking  it,  and  a  third  of 
a  Paper  was  accordingly  given  him,  which,  in  about  the 
Space  of  half  an  Flour  after  he  had  taken  it,  began  to  ope¬ 
rate  by  vomiting,  and  continued  fo  to  do  for  two  Hours, 
and  then  purged  him  during  all  the  reft  of  the  Night.  Be¬ 
tween  thefe  different  Operations  he  drank  plentifully  of 
Water  Gruel  and  Balm  Tea.  His  Tongue  was  ex¬ 
tremely  hard  and.  dry,  and  quite  parched  ;  but  in  the 
Morning  thefe  and  all  other  Symptoms  of  a  Fever  left 
him,  and  what  is  very  extraordinary,  notwithftanding  the 

violent 
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violent  Effe&s  of  the  Powder,  he  found  his  Spirits,  in- 
dead  of  being  depreffed,  confiderably  rais’d. 

On  Tuefday  the  17th  of  December  1754,  he  took  a  fecond 
DofeofDr.  Jamies  s  Fever  Powder,  which  threw  him  into 
a  gentle,  breathing  Sweat,  and  fo  continued  till  the  Morn¬ 
ing  ;  when  it  gave  him  one  Stool  only,  and  after  that  he 
flept  without  any  Interruption  for  feveral  Hours.  In  the 
Morning  he  found  himfelf  perfectly  well,  and  his  Appetite 
intirely  reftored,  which  for  three  Weeks  before  was  fo 
much  gone,  that  he  naufeated  the  Sight  of  all  Vi&uals.. 
He  has  been  ever  fince  in  a  full  State  of  Health,  and 
has  not  the  lead  Symptom  of  a  Fever  left. 

The  Truth  of  this  Cafe  is  known  to  the  greatedPart  of 
the  Gentlemen  of  the  Bar,  and  the  Solicitors  of  the  Court 
ot  Chancery  ;  the  Coffee  Houfe  being  in  the  Neighbour¬ 
hood  of  Lincoln  s-Inn  Hall. 

The  Cafe  of  Mr.  Faden’j  Son. 

ON  Saturday ,  the  24th  of  Auguft  1754,  William  laden. 
Son  of  Mr.  Fa  den,  in  Wine -Office  Court,  Fleetjireet, 
a  very  weakly  Child,  of  five  Years  old,  and  greatly  troubled 
with  Worms,  was  feized  with  a  violent  Fever,  and  on  Sun¬ 
day  Night  was  delirious.  The  Monday  Morning  fame  red 
Spots  began  to  appear  in  Cluders  on  his  Elbows  and 
Cheeks,  and  in  the  Afternoon  a  Dofe  of  Dr.  Janies' s  Powder 
was  given  him,  which  operated  upwards  and  downwards, 
after  which  the  Fever  foon  terminated  in  the  Small  Pox, 
which  came  out  very  kindly  ;  for  he  had  none  on  his  Bread 
or  Belly,  and  no  one  bad  Symptom  appeared  afterwards. 

N.  B.  He  was  always  very  hungry  during  the  Time 
the  Small  Pox  continued  on  him.

SIR, 

I  Take  the  Liberty  of  informing  you  of  a  particular  Cafe, 
which  perhaps  has  not  come  to  your  Knowledge.  One 
Stuart ,  a  Porter  to  an  Oil  Shop,  being  employed  by  one  of 
the  Companies  on  Lord  Mayor’s  Day  in  the  public  Street, 
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Was  thoroughly  foaked  in  the  Rain,  for  feveral  Htf.irs,  and 
was  fent  in  his  wet  Cloaths  to  Chelfea  with  a  very  heavy 
Burthen  late  the  fame  Night.  In  a  Day  or  tv/o  after  he 
fell  ill,  and  was  carried  to  his  Lodgings  in  fo  low  a  Con¬ 
dition,  that  he  was  looked  upon  as  a  dying  Man.  He  lay 
three  Days  and  three  Nights  without  eating  or  fleeping,  arid 
with  an  intolerable  Pain  in  his  Bowels.  At  this  Time  he 
applied  tome.  1  ordered  half  a  Paper  of  your  Powder,  which 
worked  a  little  upwards  and  downwards,  and  in  an  Hour’s 
Time  he  went  to  deep.

The  Cafe  of  a  Shepherd  near  Lincoln,  pub- 
liftdat  the  Requeft  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Willis. 

H  E  R.ev’d.  Mr .  Francis  Willis,  of  Dunfan  near  Lin* 
1  coin,  was  deiired  about  nine  or  ten  Months  ago,  to 
vifit  one  Jfaac  a  Shepherd  at  that  Place,,  in  order  to  read  the. 
departing  Prayer  z  and  he  went  about  ten  in  the  Morn;! rig, 
and  found  him  lying  fpeechlefs,with  his  Tongue  hanging  out 
of  his  Mouth.  Upon  Enquiry  his  Wife  told  him  her  Huf- 
band  had  loft  his  Senfes  for  five  Days  laft  paft.  He  was  ex¬ 
tremely  hot,  his  Tongue  very  clean  and  of  a  good  Colour, 
and  his  Pulfe  regular  but  very  ftrong ;  he  had  had  no 
Stool  for  eight  or  nine  Days  ;  and  a  Blifter,  which  they 
had  laid  on  five  Days  before,  did  not  rife.  Mr.  Willis 
told  his.  Wife,  if  fhe  would  be  fure  to  follow  his  Directions 
(lor  while  the  Man  was  in  his  Senfes,  about  ten  Days  be¬ 
fore,  he  had  refufed  to  be  blooded,  take  a  Vomit,  Sec. 
as  he  had  defired)  he  did  not  doubt  but  that  he  could  do 
him  good  by  giving  him  fome  Powders  (meaning  Dr. 
cJa?nes' s)  which  he  had  by  him.  She  promifed  fair,  and 
he  ordered  her  to  give  him  a  Clyfter  immediately,  and 
apply  a  Blifter  to  his  Back  and  Head.  Two  Hours  after, 
fAv .Willis  called  again,  and  finding  Things  done  as  he  had 
ordered,  and  a  large  Difcharge  by  the  Clyfter,  gave  him 
half  a  Paper  of  Dr.  James's  Powders,  but  that  having  no 
vifible  EfteCt,  he  repeated  it  in  an  Hour  and  a  half.  In 
Hour  after  this  he  began  to  have  convulfive  Twitchings,

Mr.  Willis  efteeming  it  a  Part  of  Duty  to 
communicate  this  to  the  World,  has  defined  it  to  be  made 
publick. 

N.  B.  It  was  very  remarkable  in  this  Cafe,  that  be¬ 
fore  the  giving  of  Dr.  James'' s  Powders  the  Blifters  never 
rofe,  but  in  a  few  Hours  after  thefe  were  adminiftred, 
•they  rofe  very  well. 

The  Cafe  of  Mafter  R.  Pomeroy  Gilbert,  Sen 
of  Major  Gilbert,  taken  from  the  News - 
Papers. 

M  After  R.  Pomeroy  Gilbert ,  a  Child  of  nine  Years  old, 
Son  of  Major  Gilbert  of  Plymouth ,  was,  about  the 
Middle  of  February  1  754,  feized  with  all  the  violent  Symp¬ 
toms  of  a  Fever,  particularly  Giddinefs  in  his  Head,  un¬ 
common  Thirft,  and  exceffive  Heat.  In  about  five  Days 
he  began  to  be  extremely  delirious,  and  continued  fo, 
with  fome  few  Intervals,  till  April  2,  and  was  all  that 
Time  fo  exceflively  thirfty  as  to  drink  three  or  four  Quarts 
of  Liquor  every  Night.  He  was  attended  by  a  Phylician 
of  the  firft  Eminence  in  thofe  Parts,  who,  at  this  Time, 
together  with  his  Father,  and  al!  about  him,  expefled  eve¬ 
ry  Moment  he  would  expire.  In  this  Situation  at  a  Quar¬ 
ter  after  ten  in  the  Morning,  he  took  fomething  more 
than  the  third  of  a  Paper  of  Dr.  James's  Powder,  which 
operated  by  Vomit  at  eleven  ;  a:  d  twenty  Minutes  after  this, 
he  flept  for  more  than  an  Hour,  tho’  he  had  had  no  Reft 
for  ten  Minutes  together  during  the  whole  Time  of  his 
jllnefs,  which  was  near  {even  Weeks.

At  feven  o'Clock  in  the  Evening  the 
fame  Dofe  was  repeated  ;  about  nine  he  ftept  without  any 
fenfible  Operation  ;  at  eleven  he  awaked,  and  vomited 
up  two  Worms,  one  of  which  was  eleven  Inches  long. 
After  this  the  Powder  was  frequently  repeated  according 
to  the  printed  Diredlions,  which  operated  differently,  and 
tho’  it  fometimes  had  no  fenfible  Operation,  yet  it  always 
made  him  cool,  and  in  about  a  Week  he  perfectly  reco¬ 
vered. 


! The  Cafe  of  Mary  Crowther,  Servant  to  Mrs . 
Backwell  of  Great  Billing,  near  Northamp¬ 
ton. 


MAry  Crowther,  a  young  Woman  who  drinks  nothing 
but  Water,  was  on  July  23.  1752.  feized  with  a 
violent  Shivering  and  Lofs  of  Sight,  which  lafted  fome 
confiderable  Time,  and  Hie  then  fell  into  a  very  ftrong 
convulfive  Fit.  When  fhe  came  out  of  the  Fit  fhe  was 
light-headed,  and  had  five  more  convulfive  Fits  that 
Night.  Her  Lady  then  lent  for  her  Apothecary,  who 
took  away  fome  Blood,  and  laid  a  Blifter  on  her  Back, 
which  never  rofe  :  All  that  Night  fhe  continued  fo  ill  that 
four  People  were  employed  to  hold  her  in  Bed.  At  fix  in 
the  Morning  a  Phyfician  W'as  called,  and  inform’d,  that  if 
he  thought  the  Diforder  was  a  Fever,  Mrs. Backwell  was 
determin’d  to  give  her  Dr.  James's  Fever  Powder.  Fie  faid 
that  as  her  Face  and  Head  were  1  welled,  and  fhe 
feemed  full,  he  judged  it  would  be  proper  to  have  fome- 
thing  go  thro’  her  firft.  Ac  ten  fhe  took  a  Dofe  of  Phy- 
fick,  which  did  not  operate  ;  another  at  two,  but  nothing 
paffed  ;  at  nine  Ihehad  a  Cly Her,  which  procured  eight 
Stools:  That  Night  fhe  had  convulfive  Motions,  her 
Stomach  worked  very  much,  and  fhe  was  never  in  her 
Senfes.  The  Phyfician  then  faid  that  if  the  Powder  fhould 
purge  her  he  was  afraid  it  would  be  too  much  for  her.

Street,  St.  Anne' s,  was,  in  the  Beginning  of  July 
lait,  feizedwith  a  Shivering,  which  was  fucceeded  by  a 
violent  Heat,  Thirft,  Reftleffnefs,  and  Fever.  On  Thurf- 
day  July  18,  fhe  took  half  a  Paper  of  Dr.  James's  Pow¬ 
der,  which  had  icarcely  any  fenfible  Operation.  On  Fri- 
dry  the  19th  at  Night,  fhe  took  another  half  Paper,  which 
excited  a  gentle  Sweat,  that  continued  till  four  o’  Clock  in 
the  Afternoon  of  Saturday  the  20th.  In  Confequence  of 
which,  fhe  found  herfelf  much  better,  fo  as  to  be  able  to 
go  abroad.  Upon  this,  and  drinking  cold  fmall  Beer, 
fhe  took  a  violent  Cold,  and  her  Fever  returned  with  fuch 
Violence,  that  on  Sunday  the  21ft,  in  the  Evening,  fhe 
was  fo  extremely  ill,  as  to  be  thought  dead  for  two  Hours. 
At  ten  this  Night  fhe  fhewed  fome  fmall  Signs  of  Life  ; 
upon  which,  half  a  Paper  of  Powder  was  given  her  with 
fome  Difficulty.  About  twelve  fhe  began  to  fweat  pretty 
much,  which  continued  more  than  four  Hours.  At  two 
fhe  began  to  be  fenfible.  At  fix  in  the  Morning  another 
half  Paper  was  repeated,  which  both  fweated  her  and 
purged  her  confiderably.  Upon  this  fhe  recovered  fo  per¬ 
fectly  as  to  be  able  to  walk  about  the  Houfe  on  Wednefday , 
and  has  ever  fince  continued  very  well.

SIS, 

I  Defire  you  would  fend  me  two  Dozen  more  of  the  Fe¬ 
ver  Powder,  for  People  are  continually  applying  to  me 
for  them ;  and  really  the  Cures  they  have  performed  in  this 
Country  are  fo  many,  and  fo  furprifing,  it  would  be  te-  * 
dious  to  mention  them. — A  Woman  hr.d  been  a  long  time 
afUidted  with  a  flow  Fever,  which  fo  affedted  her  Spirits, 
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that  fhe  had  a  thoufand  unaccountable  Whims,  fancied 
the  Devil  would  fetch  her,  and  had  other  Signs  of  Mad- 
nefs.  1  gave  her  a  whole  Dole  of  the  Powder  every  Night

Y  of  Laws,  of  Well'n ,  Lincoln /hire ,  being  at  Bath , 
the  29th  of  March  1752,  was  feized  with  the  Small  Pox, 
of  a  very  mild  and  favourable  Sort,  which  turned  the 
feventh  Day  after  the  Eruption,  and  went  off  in  the  moil 
defirable  Manner  Eut  about  the  fecond  Day  after  the 
Eruption,  he  was  feized  with  a  Delirium  or  Frenzy,  which 
arofe  to  fuch  an  Height,  that  he  foamed  at  the  Mouth, 
tefufed  all  Liquor,  and  endeavoured  to  bite  the  Attendants. 
This  made  two  eminent  Phyfieians  that  attended  him  fuf- 
pedi:,  that,  befides  the  Small  Pox,  he  had  that  Dilfem- 
1  er  which  arifes  from  the  Bite  of  a  mad  Dog;  :  For  this 
ileafon  they  endeavoured  to  give  him  the  Lon  quin  Reme¬ 
dy,  but  could  not  get  him  to  take  it.  When  the  Small¬ 
pox  was  entirely  over,  the  Delirium  kill  continuing  in  a 
violent  Manner,  all  proper  Meafures  were  ufed  to  re¬ 
move  it,  but  in  vain  ;  and  at  lak  the  Phyficians  left  him 
as  incurable.  In  this  State  he  took  at  once  two  whole 
Papers  of  Dr.  Jdmeis  Fever  Powder,  after  which  he  kept 
half  an  Hour,  and  w  aked  in  violent  Ravings.  The  Pow¬ 
ders  having  no  vifible  EfFedl,  he  took  another  whole  Pa¬ 
per  two  Hours  after  the  £rk  ;  after  which  he  kept  again, 
and  waked  in  the  fame  Way  ;  this  Paper  likewife  had  no 
Effect.  In  two  Hours  after  he  took  a  fourth  whole  Paper, 
which  in  about  half  an  Hour  operated  by  purging  ;  his 
Ravings  after  this  grew  lefs  violent,  and  he  eat  and  drank 
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any  thing  they  gave  him  :  He  continued  taking  the  Pow¬ 
ders  three  Times  a  Day  for  three  or  four  Days,  after 
which  the  Cataplaims  ordered  in  the  Directions  for  takincr 
thefe  Powders  were  applied  to  his  Feet,  as  alio  a  BMer 
to  his  Head,  and  upon  taking  the  Powders  twice  a  Day, 
for  a  Week  more,  he  perfectly  recovered  both  his  Senies  - 
and  his  Health. 

Dr.  Dathujoad  efteeming  this  Cure  worthy  the  Notice 
of  the  Public,  ordered  it  to  be  inferted  in  the  public  Pa- 
pers,  1753. 

Extras  of  a  Letter  from  a  Gentleman  at  Bar- 
badoes,  dated  Aug.  25,  1753. 

SI  R,  I  can  allure  you  with  the  greatell  Truth,  that 
there  were  three  Perfons  in  Mr.  Wills' s  Houfe  that 
had  the  Yellow  Fever,  one  Woman,  one  Lad,  and  a 
Girl  about  12  Years  of  Age,  which  the  Doctors  declared 
would  not  live  till  the  next  Morning:  In  the  Evening, 
when  the  Phyficians  had  left  them,  a  Paper  of  Dr.  James1  s 
Powder  wras  given  to  each  of  them,  which  operated  by 
Vomitings,  Stools,  and  Sweats,*  after  this  they  fell  afieep, 
and  flept  till  the  next  Morning,  and  to  the  great  Surprize 
or  the  Dodbrs,  and  all  in  the  Houfe,  they  were 
perfedlly  recovered.  1,  therefore,  beg  of  you,  to  let 
the  Bearer  have  thirty  Dozen  of  the  Powder,  for 
which  he  will  pay  you.  I  am,  Sir,  Ycurs,  &c.—

It  would  fwell  this  Treatife  much  beyond  the  Bounds 
I  propofed,  was  I  to  give  the  Hiflory  of  every  Cafe  f 
:ou!d  recoiled,  much  more  was  i  to  particularise  every 
Dne  I  have  treated.  Among!!  the  laft,  his  impoihble  that 
many  fhould  not  be  forgot,  as  I  was  nor  careful  enough 
:o  keep  a  regular  Journal  from  the  Beginning  ;  for  I  did 
not  of  a  long  time  fufped,  that  this  Medicine  would  ever 
become  of  fo  great  Confequence  as  {  have  fince  had  Rea- 
on  to  apprehend.  This  Circumftance  alio  prevents  me 
Tom  being  able  to  determine  precifeiy  the  Number  of 
Patients  that  have  taken  it ;  but  I  can  fafely  affirm,  that 
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they  amount  to  more  than  I  dare  inflnuate,  for  fea? 
of  being  fufpecfed  of  Exaggeration.  Thofe,  however 
that  know  1  have  for  the  laft  twelve  Years  induftrioufly 
fearched  after  Patients  in  low  Life,  labouring  under  Fe¬ 
vers,  and  that  at  no  fmall  Expence,  would  have  little 
^.Reafon  to  entertain  fuch  a  Sufpicion. 

Here  it  may  reafonably  be  afked,  how  many  have  dy’d 
who  have  taken  this  Medicine  in  acute  Diftempers  ? 
.For  in  order  to  eftablifh  the  true  Efficacy  of  a  Remedy,  or 
Method  of  Cure,  ’tis  of  little  lefs  Importance  to  fpecify 
the  Mifcarriages,  than  the  Succefs.  As  it  is,  therefore, 
neither  honourable  nor  juft  to  conceal  the  former,  I  ffiall 
fairly  confefs,  that  it  has  failed  me  in  fome  few  Inftances. 
i^ut  among  thefe,  fome  drank  Gin  to  excefs  after  taking 
it ;  others  had  previoufly  deftroyed  their  Conftitutions  by 
the  fame  faffiionable  Poifon  ;  and  in  others,  the  Diftem- 
per  had  made  too  great  a  Progrefs  to  permit  of  flattering 
myfelf  with  Succefs.  So  that,  where  I  had  the  entire 
Conduct  of  the  Cafe,  I  don’t  recolledl  that  it  has  disap¬ 
pointed  mein  more  than  two  or  three  fair  Trials.  But  [ 
am  obliged  to  own,  that  as  I  efteemed  Life  too  facred  to 
be  hazarded  for  the  Sake  of  an  Experiment,  I  have  ne¬ 
ver  neglected  to  call  in  all  other  medicinal  Aids  to  my 
Afliftance,  when  I  thought  the  Cafe  required  them,  and 
believed  that  they  would  be  of  Service.  And  how  much 
may  be  afcribed  to  thefe,  I  muft  fubmit  to  the  Judgment 
which  may  be  formed  by  others,  from  fome  of  the  Hif- 
tories  of  Cafes  before  related. 

Jt  has  been  mentioned  as  an  Objection  to  the  univerfal 
Ufe  of  the  Fever  Powders,  that  as  Fevers  arife  from  va¬ 
rious  and  even  contrary  Caufes,  and  differ  eflentially  from 
each  other,  ’tis  impoffible  that  any  one  Medicine  can  be 
adapted  to  every  Species,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  perform 
a  Cure.  It  cannot  be  denied,  that  Fevers  are  excited  by 
different  Caufes,  and  that  Climates,  Seafons,  Ages,  Con- 
flitutions,  and  many  other  Circumftances,  caufe  a  Varia¬ 
tion  in  their  Symptoms,  and  Appearances.  Yet  it  is  e- 
qually  certain  that  every  one  from  the  Plague  to  an  Efbe- 
viera,  or  Fever  which  terminates  fpontaneoufly  in  a  Angle 
Day,  agree  with  refpedl  to  the  Quicknefs  of  the  Pulfe,  the 
Conlequence  of  an  accelerated  Circulation  of  the  Blood. 
This  or  its  immediate  Caufe, whatever  that  be,  fhould  feem 
to  be  the  very  Effence  of  a  Fever;  and  whatever  is  capable 
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of  removing  the  latter,  without  any  ill  Confequencc-s,  ab- 
folutely  puts  a  flop  to  the  fir#,  and  prevents  all  the  Symp¬ 
toms  derivable  from  that  Source,  or  in  other  Words  cures 
the  Fever.  But  from  reafoning  upon  phyfical  Subjects, 
an  Appeal  lies  to  Experience  in  the  dernier  Report,  and 
this  has  decided  in  Favour  of  my  Argument.  For  no 
Sort  of  Epidemic  Fever  has  appeared  in  our  Climate  for 
the  la#  ten  Years,  in  which  this  Medicine  has  not  been 
effectual,  almo#  as  often  as  it  has  been  us’d.  The  World 
always  afiumes  a  Right  of  cenfuring  or  condemning  the 
Conduft  of  Indhiduals,  generally  without  being  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  the  Motives  thereof,  and  often  capriciouily  ;  I 
have,  therefore,  the  lefs  Reafon  to  be  offended,  that  the 
Redlitude  of  mine  fhould  be  called  in  Queflion,  But  that 
I  may  have  a  Chance  for  a  fair  Trial,  I  think  myfelf ob¬ 
lig’d  to  account  for  it  before  the  Tribunal  of  the  Public, 
to  the  Determination  of  which  I  readily  fubmit. 

The  principal  Obje&ions,  and  indeed  all  worth  Notice 
which  have  been  made  again#  my  Condudl  with  refpefl 
to  this  Medicine,  are  altogether  perfonal,  and  relate  more 
to  the  Author  than  to  the  Thing  itfelf.  They  confift  of 
two  Charges  ;  fir#,  that  I  have  kept  this  a  Secret,  in  pre¬ 
judice  to  the  World,  provided  it  is  as  valuable  as  I  have 
reprefented  it.  And,  fecondly,  that  I  have  fecured  my 
Property  in  it  by  a  Patent,  which  is  con#rued  downright 
Quackery. 

As  to  the  fir#,  T  might  plead  in  Excufe,  the  Example 
of  almoft  all  the  eminent  Phyficians  among  the  Moderns, 
who  have  had  their  Noftrums,  and  whole  Secrets  after 
their  Deaths  have  been  the  Subjects  of  a  thoufand  Vo¬ 
lumes.  S:ahl  and  Ho  if  man,  both  ProfefTors  of  Phyfic  at. 
Hall,  and  both  juftly  celebrated  for  their  medicinal  Abili¬ 
ties,  without  Scruple  confined  many  Medicines  to  their 
own  private  Practice,  and  died  without  difcovering  them 
to  the  World.  Nor  has  this  been  always  efteemed  a  Re¬ 
proach  to  the  Phyficians  of  our  own  Country  ;  for  many 
now  alive  have  their  Secrets,  and  the  late  Dr.  Burton 
had  a  hundred.  But  as  Precedents,  provided  they  are 
bad,  are  not  of  fufficient  Authority  to  ju#ify  Imitation, 

I  mu#  confefs  I  fhould  have  had  very  little  Regard  to 
thefe,  if  better  Reafons  had  net  determined  me  to  a<#  as 
1  have  done,  and  in  a  manner  diredtly  contrary  to  my  ori¬ 
ginal  Intentions,  and  my  pretent  Inclinations.  I  am 
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firmly  of  Opinion,  that  real  Policy  is  never  inconflflent 
with  Truth,  however  the  Word  may  have  been  mifufed 
to  fignify  the  Art  of  deceiving  voith  Dexterity .  1  (hall, 

therefore, wave  whatever  Artifices  1  might  employ  by  way 
of  Palliation  or  Difguife,and  reprefent  the  real  Motives  of 
my  Conduct  without  Referve,  and  with  that  Sincerity 
which  I  flatter  myfelf  will  Hand  the  Teft  of  the  ftridted 
Scrutiny. 

Every  one  may  readily  imagine,  that  I  would  be  very 
cautious  of  divulging  a  Medicine  of  fuch  vafl  Importance, 
till  I  had  brought  it  to  a  certain  Degree  of  Perfedlion, 
and  made  myfelf  fure  of  its  real  Efficacy,  by  a  fufficient 
Number  of  Cafes ;  becaufe  if  it  failed  of  Succels,  it  would 
fubjedt  me  to  infinite  Reproach.  This  was  not  to  be  done 
io  expeditioufly  as  I  could  have  wifhed,  and  it  required 
much  Time  and  more  Trouble,  to  procure  me  the  Satif- 
fa&ion  I  defired.  Mean  time  I  was  ignorant  enough  to 
expert,  that  every  one  concerned  in  any  Branch  of  Phyfic 
would  lend  me  their  Afliftance,  and  applaud  my  Intenti¬ 
ons  ;  not  confldering  that  Self-love  would  biafs  the  mer¬ 
cenary  and  difingeruous  to  the  Side  of  Intereft;  and  that 
a  Miliary  or  a  Nervous  Fever,  of  twenty  Days  continu¬ 
ance,  was  attended  with  greater  Emoluments,  than  one 
terminated  in  two  or  three.  But  whatever  might  be 
the  Caufe,  I  had  foon  an  Opportunity  of  difcovering  my 
Error;  for  many  Retailers  of  Medicines  commenced  my 
avowed  Enemies,  without  the  lead  Pretence  to  any  Pro¬ 
vocation  ;  whild  others,  with  the  Countenance  of  friend- 
ihip,  pointed  a  Dagger  to  my  Bread.  When,  therefore, 
1  confidered  what  Influence  the  Intereds  or  Inclinations 
cf  the  Multitude,  or  both,  might  have  to  my  Prejudice,  I 
yudged  it  imprudent  to  petit  in  the  Power  of  any  one 
to  difguife,  mifreprel'ent,  deny,  or  forge  Fadls  •  All  which 
might  have  happened,  if  .1  had  difcovered  the  Secret,  and 
buffered  the  Medicine  to  be  publickly  ufed  ;  and  thus  a 
Remedy  of  fuch  great  Confequence,  might  have  been 
deny’d  a  fair  Tryal,  and  abfolutely  loft  to  the  World. 
*And  this  was  a  principal  Motive  to  my  concealing  it,  till 
a  proper  Opportunity  offered  of  making  it  publick  to 
greater  Advantage.  Tho’  I  mud  confefs  that  feme  other 
Cimiiderations  were  not  without  their  Weight  ;  for  when 
J  found  myfelf  confiderable  enough  to  have  a  Combina¬ 
tion  form  d  againd  me,  I  thought  it  Time  to  confult  my 
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®wn  Intereft,  and  have  fome  Regard  to  my  private  Fof; 
tune.  Upon  this  Occafion,  I  cannot  forbear  complain* 
ing  of  the  Conduct  of  fome  Apothecaries,  whofe  Names 
I  fhall  take  the  Liberty  of  mentioning  upon  a  future 
Occafion.  t  fay  fome,  becaufe  I  would  not  include 
all  under  one  common  Cenfure ;  for  I  am  acquainted 
with  many  whofe  Probity,  I  am  certain,  would  be  a  fuf- 
ficient  Security,  againft  a  mean,  mercenary,  or  knavirti 
Action.  But  l  am  abundantly  fenfible  there  are  others 
or  an  oppofite  Character  ;  and  it  feems  I  have  had  the 
unmerited  Honour  of  falling  under  the  Difpleafure  of  fome 
of  thefe,  many  of  whom  1  have  never  either  feen,  or 
converfed  with.  Butfuch  1  can  readily  forgive,  becaufe 
I  am  fenfible  their  ill  Will  cannot  proceed  from  Malice 
to  me,  fo  much  as  from  Love  to  themfelves.  And  I 
flatter  myfelf,  that  the  reafonable  Part  of  Mankind  will 
as  eafily  pardon  me,  if,  in  the  Difcharge  of  my  Duty,  I 
have  accidentally  dtfobliged  fome  of  the  molt  flagitious 
of  the  Profeffion,  whofe  Friendlhip  I  Should  erteem  as  the 
higheft  Reproach.  JEfcula-pius ,  we  are  told,  was  flruck 
with  Thunder  by  Jupiter,  on  a  Repi  efentation  from  Plu¬ 
to,  that  he  not  only  hinder’d  People  from  dying,  but  alfo 
rais’d  them  from  the  dead.  Was  the  fame  JE/culapim 
reftored  to  the  World,  with  all  his  medicinal  Abilities, 
and  inverted  with  all  the  Powers  of  his  Father  Apollo ,  no 
doubt  fome  would  be  found  among  the  Apothecaries ,  the 
modern  Plutoi  in  Phyrtc,  who  \vould  even  wreft  the  Thun¬ 
der  out  of  the  Hands  of  Jupiter ,  to  blaft  the  Man  who 
durft  attempt  to  a£l  in  Opposition  to  their  Intsrefts. 

With  refpedt  to  the  fecond  Charge  againrt  me,  1  am 
informed,  that  the  Power  of  granting  Patents  is  a  Prero¬ 
gative  of  the  Crown,  and  that  m  ;ny  Adis  of  Parliament 
have  been  made  to  rertrain  and  regulate  them.  Hence 
’tis  plain,  that  the  Legirtature  did  not  conrtder  thefe  as 
Encouragements  to  Fiauds  and  Abufe,  but  rather  as  In¬ 
citements  to  indurtry,  and  Rewards  to  thole  who  difcov  er 
any  tlnng  .or  the  public  Emolument.  If,  therefore.  Quacks 
and  fmpoftors  have  fometimes  impofed  on  the  Sovereign 
by  falfe  Pretences,  fo  far  as  to  procure  a  Sanction  to  their 
pretended  Remedies,  of  no  U(e  to  any  one  but  the  Pro¬ 
prietor  ;  1  fubmit  it  to  the  judicious  and  impartial,  whe¬ 
ther  this  ought  to  deter  me  from  laying  hold  oi  the  only 
Means  the  Laws  of  my  Country  have  put  into  my  Hands,

$>f  indemnifying  myfelf  for  all  the  Trouble  and  Expence 
I  have  been  at,  and  the  Injuries  I  have  fuftained  by  the 
public  and  private  Reproaches  of  thofe  who  ekeemed  it 
their  Intereft  to  deftroy  me. 

However,  in  order  to  remove  all  Grounds  of  Cavil, 
which  may  arife  from  Prejudice,  Mikakes,  or  Malice,  I 
fhall  for  the  future  be  lefs  tenacious  of  the  Secret,  as  the 
Reafons  for  my  Caution  in  fome  Meafure  ceafe  to  fubfifh 
I  fhall,  therefore,  no  more  fcrupie  to  difcover  it  to  thofe 
who  have  any  Right  to  expedl  this  from  me,  I  mean  thofe 
Phyficia.ns,  whofe  Honour  and  Integrity  I  think  a  fufhci- 
ent  Security  againft  an  Abufe  of  my  Confidence. 

After  having  ingenuoufly  avowed  my  private  Intereff 
to  have  been  one  Motive  to  my  Actions  with  refped  to 
this  Medicine,  I  am  afhamed  to  mention  the  public  Utili¬ 
ty  as  another,  becaufe  this  is  the  thread-bare  Pretence 
made  ufe  of  from  Time  immemorial,  by  the  artful  and 
defigning  in  all  Stations,  to  footh  the  World  into  their  In- 
terefts,  tho’  nothing  lefs  than  the  Good  of  Mankind  is  in¬ 
tended.  But  there  are  fome  particular  Advantages  which 
may  arife  from  the  common  Ufe  of  this  Medicine,  fo  ob¬ 
vious  and  undeniable,  that  I  can’t  forbear  taking  notice 
of  them. 

People  of  Rank  and  Affluence  are  never  unprovided 
with  all  poffible  Means  of  Confolation,  under  the  Cala¬ 
mity  of  Sicknefs.  It,  however,  too  frequently  happens, 
that  Perfons  of  the  fir  ft  Diftinftion  are  fuddenly  carry  ’d 
off  by  Fevers,  or,  at  leaf?:,  purchafe  their  Lives  at  the  Ex¬ 
pence  cf  infinite  Tortures,  and  a  tedious  Confinement. 
Now,  as  one  great  End  propos'd  by  the  Publication  of 
this  Medicine  is  to  ekablifh  a  Method  of  curing  all  Sorts 
of  acute  and  inflammatory  Fevers,  in  lefs  Time,  and  vvnfe 
as  much  Certainty  as  the  Bark  cures  Intermittents  ;  when 
the  whole  World  is  convinced  that  this  is  poffible,  it  can’t 
be  doubted  but  that,  for  the  future.  People  in  the  high- 
eft  Stations  will  take  fuch  Meafures  as  Self-prefervation 
fhall  di (State,  and  fave  thofe  Talents  and  Virtues,  for 
the  Good  of  the  Public,  and  their  own  Families,  which 
might  otherwife  be  irretrievably  loft. 

I  have  too  frequently  been  a  melancholy  Obferver  of 
the  Mifery  thofe  Servants  of  the  lower  Clafa,  and  of  both 
Sexes,  are  reduced  to,  who  in  Confequence  of  an  acuteDif- 
order  are  unmercifully  abandoned  by  their  Makers,  and 
3  turn’d 
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turn’d  out  to  fhift  for  themfelves.  They  are  happy  \f 
they  can  procure  a  dirty,  cold  Garret,  with  fuitable 
Neceflaries  and  Attendance.  And  if,  after  being  de¬ 
prived  of  all  the  ready  Cafh  their  preceding  Induftry 
has  furnilhed  them  with,  and  pawning  their  little  Stock 
of  Cloaths,  their  laft  Refource,  they  can  efcape  with  Life 
and  Rags,  fcarcely  any  thing'  remains  for  the  Women 
but  the  Brothels,  and  for  the  Aden  but  the  High-way  ; 
and  in  Confirmation  of  this,  I  dare  fay  the  Turnkeys  of 
Newgate,  and  the  Panders  about  Town,  can  give  Variety 
of  Inftances.  For  my  own  Part  I  fhall  indulge  myfelf 
in  a  Pleafure  much  fuperior  to  that  arifmg  from  Vanity, 
if  I  am  inftrumental  in  averting  fuch  Diftrefs  from  thefe 
miferable  Objects  of  Compaflion ;  whilft  I  have  nobody 
to  cenfure  or  blame  me,  unlefs  the  Bawds,  the  Hangman, 
and  perhaps  fome  mercenary  Venders  of  Adedicines. 

Private  Families,  alio,  frequently  afford  no  lefs  deplo¬ 
rable  Scenes,  than  thofe  I  have  juft  reprefented ;  for 
where  the  daily  Subfiftence  of  one  depends  upon  the  La¬ 
bour  and  Jnduftry  of  the  Maher,  an  Interruption  of  but 
a  few  Weeks  by  an  acute  Diftemper,  and  the  confequent 
Expences,  make  a  prodigious  Chaim  in  his  Finances,  of¬ 
ten  to  his  utter  DeftruCtion  :  Infomuch  that,  if  he  fur- 
vives,  ’tis  not  unufual  for  him  to  be  dragged  to  the  Mar - 
jhalfea ,  or  the  Compter,  before  he  is  well  able  to  refurne 
his  Employment.  To  Alisfortunes  of  this  Kind,  the  low¬ 
er  Oafs  of  Tradefmen,  Manufacturers,  and  labouring 
People  are  particularly  liable.  And  it  will  give  me  no 
fmall  Satisfaction,  if  1  fhould  contribute  to  prevent  thefe 
Calamities  by  pointing  out  to  them  a  Method  of  retrieving 
their  Health  in  a  few  Days,  and  at  a  trifling  Expence. 

In  the  Country  Villages,  many  labouring  People,  dif- 
abled  by  Sicknefs  from  their  daily  Employment,  languish 
and  perifh  by  Fevers  without  any  manner  of  Afliftance, 
whiift  their  Neighbours,  v.  ho  are  blefted  with  Leifure,  Af¬ 
fluence  and  Dignity,  would  not  think  it  any  Diminution 
of  their  CharaClers  to  attend  to  the  Neceflities  of  the  In¬ 
digent,  and  alleviate  the  Aliferies  of  the  Dileafed.  And 
was  the  Warmth  of  their  Benevolence  excited  by  a  Pro- 
fpeCl  of  Succefs,  no  doubt  their  Charities  would  exert  a 
more  benefici.  l  and  extenfive  Influence,  for  the  Relief  of 
the  wretched  and  affliCted.  Thofe,  therefore,  of  fuch 
Dii'pofition  will  be  enabled  by  the  Diftribution  of  this 
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Medicine,  to  purchafe  a  Satisfa&ion,  of  which  the  proud, 
the  thoughtlefs,  and  the  cruel,  can  form  no  Idea. 

Thofe  who  make  Voyages  by  Sea,  and  thofe  who  tra¬ 
vel  by  Land,  either  on  Account  of  Commerce,  War,  or 
any  other  Bufinefs,  will  find  their  particular  Accounts  in 
being  provided  with  this  Medicine,  as  it  will  be  feme  Se¬ 
curity  for  their  Lives,  under  thofe  unavoidable  Acci¬ 
dents  which  daily  happen,  in  warm  Climates  efpecially, 
where  proper  Affiftance  is  not  always  to  be  procured. 
And  I  hope  I  may  without  Arrogance  edeem  myfelf  a 
Benefactor  to  Society,  if  I  am  an  Inft.rument  of  preferving 
many  in  the  Army  and  Navy,  for  the  Services  of  their 
King  and  Country,  of  which  they  would  otherwife  be  de¬ 
prived. 

Cafes  often  occur  in  Practice,  where,  on  account  of 
particular  Circumdances,  it  is  hazardous  to  attempt  thofe 
Evacuations,  and  other  Means  of  Relief,  which  would 
otherwife  be  proper  and  neceffary ;  as  in  the  acute  Didem- 
pers  of  Women  with  Child,  in  Childbed,  or  in  other  Si¬ 
tuations  equally  perplexing.  On  thefe  Occafions,  fo  far 
as  I  have  been  able  to  learn  by  Experience,  this  Medi¬ 
cine  may  be  exhibited  with  Safety,  and  very  good  Ef¬ 
fects,  provided  the  Cure  is  at  firfi  attempted  by  fmall 
Dofes,  (five  or  fix  Grains,  for  Example)  and  thefe  are 
repeated,  and  increafed  prudently,  till  the  End  is  anfwer- 
ed,  that  is,  till  the  Fever  ceafes. 

Every  one  who  has  either  had,  or  obferved  a  Fever, 
muft  be  fenfible  that  it  generally  commences  with  a  Cold, 
and  that  mod  Colds  are  attended  with  fome  feverifh 
Symptoms.  Thefe  I  will  venture  to  affirm,  are  almoft 
always  removed,  and  thofe  prevented,  by  one  or  two 
Dofes  of  this  Medicine,  taken  in  the  Infancy  of  the  Dif- 
eafe,  with  or  without  previous  Bleeding,  as  the  Exigen¬ 
cies  of  the  Cafe  may  require  it. 

As  I  would  be  extremely  cautious  of  leading  any  one  in¬ 
to  Error,  in  an  Affair  of  fo  much  Importance,  as  is  that 
of  Life,  I  mud  remark,  that  when  violent  Inflammations 
of  the  vital  Parts  threaten  immediate  Dedruition,  I 
fhould  think  it  imprudent  to  neg’efl  repeated  Bleeding, 
Purges,  Clyfters,  and  all  other  Affiftances  which  the  Art 
of  Medicine  can  afford  ;  tho’  I  am  very  certain,  that  this 
Medicine  will  contradl  the  Fatigue,  diminifh  the  Danger, 
and  afford  the  Patient  a  much  fairer  Chance  for  his  Life. 

Fever 
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Fevers  in  Children  are  excited  by  various  Caufes,  all  of 
which,  T eedi  foi  Example,  it  is  not  poffible  to  remove 
immediately  by  Medicine  ;  but  whatever  be  the  Source, 
the  Effects  may  be  always  moderated,  or  abfolutely  taken 
away,  by  proper  Dofes  of  the  Powder,  prudently  repeat¬ 
ed.  Three  or  four  Grains  may  be  given  with  Safety  to  a 
very  young  Child ;  and  the  fecond  Dole  fhould  be  aug¬ 
mented,  if  the  frit  has  no  fenfible  Operation  ;  and  the 
fame  Caution  fhould  be  obferved  with  refped  to  the  third, 
if  that  fhould  be  found  neceftary. 

It  now  remains,  that  I  give  fome  Account  of  the  Effi¬ 
cacy  of  the  Medicine,  which  is  theSubjed  of  this  Treatife, 
in  fome  Diftempers,  either  very  difficult  to  cure,  or  at¬ 
tended  with  extreme  Danger,  or  both  ;  and  to  which  I 
could  not  properly  fpeak  as  a  Phyfician,  till  my  own  Ex- 
pei  icnce,  oi  that  of  otnsrs,  had  amply  fuggelled  to  me  its 
Utility. 


Of  the  SMALL  POX. 


FTAvmg  frequently  been  afk’d  what  Effed  this  Medi- 
1  Clne  has  the  Small  Pox,  I  fliall  take  this  Oppor¬ 
tunity  of  delivering  my  Sentiments,  and  relating  honeftly 
what  Experience  has  taught  me.  Firft,  then,  as  the  Dan¬ 
ger  or  tne  Smaii  Pox  is  always,  caiteris  paribus ,  in  Propor¬ 
tion  to  the  Heat,  lever,  and  Inflammation,  preceding  the 
Eruption,  1  fhould  be  inclined  to  believe,  that  the  Servi¬ 
ces  to  be  expeded  from  this  Medicine,  in  leffenino-  the 
Danger  of  the  fubfequent  Diftemper,  would  be  exactly 
proportional  to  the  EfFed  it  had,  in  diminifhing  that 
Heat,  Fever,  and  Inflammation.  The  very  little°Expe- 
rience  I  have  had  of  this  Powder  in  the  Small  Pox,  will 
not  permit  me  to  determine  it*  Efficacy  therein. ’  But 
fome  pretty  extraord’nary  Cafes  have  occurr’d,  wherein 
it  has  b^,en  exnibited,  without  any  View  to  the  laft  men¬ 
tioned  Diftemper,  and  where  it  has  fucceeded,  beyond 
my  warmelt  Expedations. 

About  four  or  f.e  Years  ago,  I  attended  a  Servant 
of  an  eminent  Apothecary  in  Town,  who  was  thought  to 
fee  dangeroufly  ill  of  a  Fever.  He  took  either  two  or  three 
Do'es  of  the  Powder;  after  the  laft  Dofe  he  flept  for  fix 
or  feven  Hours,  and  when  he  awoke,  the  Small  pox 
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appeared  on  his  Face,  and  all  over  him,  in  a  very  par¬ 
ticular  manner,  for  the  Puftules  were  as  large,  and  feem’d 
to  be  advanced  as  much  as  they  ufually  are,  the  fecond 
or  third  Day  after  the  Eruption.  From  this  Time  the 
Diftemper  proceeded  with  great  Lenity,  and  he  had  not 
the  lead  Complaint  afterwards,  except  that  he  was  very 
hungry  all  the  Time. 

Some  time  ago,  one  Eleanor  Bird ,  a  Woman  who 
lives  at  a  Diftiller’s  in  Rofe-Strect ,  Convent -Gar  den,  ap* 
ply’d  to  me  for  fome  Powders,  for  her  Son,  a  Child 
of  nine  Years  old,  who,  as  fhe  faid,  was  very  ill  of  a  Fever, 
attended  with  exceftive  Pains  in  his  Head,  and  a  Deli¬ 
rium.  At  Noon  he  took  a  very  fmall  Dofe  of  the  Powder, 
another  at  four  o’  Clock,  and  a  third  at  eight,  which 
made  him  fweat  moderately  and  fleep.  By  the  next 
Morning  the  Small  Pox  appeared  ;  he  was  very  full,  but 
from  this  time  was  remarkably  well,  and  went  thro'  the 
Diftemper  without  any  Complaint  whatever. 

Not  long  after  this,  a  young5Fellow,  Servant  to  a 
Perfon  of  high  Rank,  was  fuppofed  to  be  ill  of  a  Fe< 
ver,  upon  which  he  took  a  full  Dofe  of  the  Fever  Powder. 
It  operated  pretty  much,  and  in  a  few  Hours,  the  Small 
Pox  appeared.  He  was  pretty  full,  but  W'ent  thro’  the 
Dillemper  remarkably  well,  having  no  Complaint  all  the 
time  of  any  Kind. 

September  24,  1749,  about  Mine  in  the  Evening,  I  was 
call’d  to  Lemuel  Church ,  a  Man  of  about  twenty  five  Years 
of  age,  at  Mr.  Carter's,  the  Sun  and  Apple-tree,  in  White 
Hart  Yard,  Drury  Lane.  I  found  him  exceflively  hot, 
reftlefs,  and  fomewhat  delirious,  and  was  told  it  was 
thought  he  had  the  Small  Pox  two  Years  before.  That 
Night  he  loft  ten  Ounces  of  Blood,  and  had  a  Clyfter. 
About  twelve  at  Night  he  took  ten  Grains  of  the  Pow¬ 
der,  and  at  eight  in  the  Morning  ten  more,  which  ex¬ 
cited  a  gentle  Sweat.  At  one  on  Monday  he  took  a 
whole  Dofe  of  twenty  Grains,  which  purg’d  him  pretty 
much,  after  vvhich  he  flept  five  Hours.  On  Euefday  Morn¬ 
ing  the  Small  Pox  appeared,  and  feemed  pretty  much 
advanc’d,  as  I  was  informed,  for  I  did  not  fee  him  the 
fecond  Time  till  Friday  the  29 th,  and  then  I  found  him 
perfe&ly  eafy,  and  without  any  Sort  of  Complaint,  tho” 
pretty  full.  And  in  a  few  Days :  he  perfe&ly  recovered. 

Sinceji 


Since  the  fecond  Edition  of  this  Pamphlet,  I  have 
been  concerned  in  feveral  Cafes  cf  the  Small  Pox,  where 
this  Powder  has  been  taken  at  or  about  the  Eruption  with 
fingular  good  Effeft.  And  others  have  been  related  to 
me  cf  the  fame  kind.  Some  have  taken  it  in  the  fecond 
Fever,  when  there  have  been  no  Hopes  of  Recovery,  and 

it  has  fucceeded  beyond  all  manner  of  Expectation. - * 

I  cannot  forbear  relating  a  Cafe  told  me  by  a  Gentleman 
of  the  Hribteft  Honour  and  Veracity.  It  is  of  a  Perfon 
thought  to  be  expiring  in  the  lalt  Stage  of  the  Small  Pox. 
The  three  Phyficians  who  attended  him  conl’ented  to  his 
taking  ten  Grains  of  the  Powder.  He  cifcharg’d  by  Vo¬ 
mit  a  large  Quantity  of  Matter  fo  fetid  and  offenfive, 
that  the  Apothecary  was  obliged  to  leave  the  Room. 
The  fecond  Day  he  was  fo  well  as  to  be  able  to  eat  a 
Chicken,  and  in  a  few  Days  perfectly  recovered. 


Of  Slow  Fevers. 


E  often  meet  with  Patients  affedted  with  an  univerfal 


V  y  Languor  or  Dejedtednefs,  complaining  of  an  utter 
Lois  of  Appetite,  and  Pains  in  the  Stomach,  the  Head,  or 
the  Limbs  at  lntervals,whilll  their  Urine  is  fometimes  pale, 
and  at  others  depofits  a  Sediment.  And  every  one’s 
Commerce  with  the  World  muft  furnifh  them  with  num- 
berlefs  In  (lances  of  unhappy  People  of  both  Sexes,  who 
are  for  Months,  and  fometimes  for  many  Years,  mifera- 
ble  with  refpebt  both  to  themlelves  and  their  Friends ; 
and  fo  excefiively  low-fpirited  ar.d  dejebted,  as  to  appre¬ 
hend  the  near  Approach  of  every  thing  tremendous  and 
dreadful.  In  thefe  a  Rap  at  the  Door,  or  the  Fall  of  any 
common  Utcnfil  in  the  Room,  will  fometimes  appear  not 
lets  terrible  than  a  Clap  of  Thunder,  the  Shock  of  an 
Earthquake,  or  the  Explofion  of  a  Vulcano.  A  fake 
Philolophy  antiently  diflinguilhed  thefe  Sorts  of  Diforders 
by  the  Name  of  Hypochondriacifm  in  Men,  and  Hyfte- 
rics  in  Women.  Some  of  the  more  relined  Moderns  have, 
from  a  worfe  Motive  than  Error,  I  mean  Craft  and  Dif- 
ingenuity,  diflinguilhed  the  Dillempers  I  am  now  fpeak- 
ing  of,  by  the  Name  of  Nervous,  to  the  eternal  Dilho- 
nour  of  Phyfic.  Though,  1  believe,  others  have  run 
into  the  mpdifh  Cry  out  of  no  worfe  a  Motive  than 
Folly,  or  perhaps  inattention,  and  a  Habit  of  taking 


Things 


Things  upon  Credit,  as  a  more  eafy  Way  of  being  fatif- 
fied,  chan  the  tedious  Method  of  Examination  and  Ex¬ 
perience.  Thefe  Diforders,  I  affert,  are  generally  flow 
Fevers,  proceeding  from  very  evident  Caufes,  and  ma- 
nifefting  themfelvcs  by  very  obvious  Signs.  And  I  as 
confidently  affert,  that  the  Fever  Powder  is  as  efficacious 
a  Medicine  in  their  Cure,  as  the  Bark  is  in  Interm ittents. 
But  then  it  mud  not  be  taken  fo  often,  nor  in  fo  large 
Dofes,  as  in  acute  continual  Fevers.  The  Method  in  ge¬ 
neral  is,  to  take  about  a  third  or  half  a  Paper  at  Night, 
and  to  repeat  it  every  Night,  or  Night  and  Morning. 
But  the  Management  due  to  particular  Cafes  and  Cir- 
cumflances,  cannot  be  determined  without  a  Knowledge 
©f  them. 

Of  the  Yellow  Fever,  &c. 

I  Have  juft  received  an  agreeable  and  very  material  Ac¬ 
count  of  the  Efficacy  of  thefe  Powders,  in  the  7 e How 
Fiver,  a  Diftemper  much  dreaded  in  the  Weft-Indies ,  and 
generally  fatal.  Having  learned  that  this  Diforder  made 
great  Ravages  in  Carolina  once  a  Year,  I  contrived  to  have 
a  fufficient  Quantity  of  the  Powders  fent  to  that  Colony. 
And  I  hear  by  a  Gertleman  of  Honour,  lately  arrived 
lorn  thence,  that  of  a  great  Number,  both  Whites  and 
..Negroes ,  who  have  taken  it,  fcarce  any  have  been  difap- 
pointed  of  a  Cure. 

The  Yellow  Fever  is  a  Diftemper,  which  frequently  de- 
fir  oys  the  Patient  in  a  few  Hours,  or  at  mo  ft  a  very  few 
Days.  I  judged  therefore,  that  a  Medicine,  which  is  fo 
powerful  and  fo  immediately  efficacious,  would  promife 
the  faireft  to  perform  a  Cure.  And  I  have  the  Satisfaction 
to  find,  that  my  Conjectures  were  not  ill  founded. 

The  Value  of  the  Weft-lndia  Eftates  fhould  feem 
to  depend  principally  on  the  Prefervation  of  the  Ne¬ 
groes  ;  becaufe  Land  uncultivated  fo  near  the  Line, 
and  at  fuch  a  Distance  from  London,  would  be  of  no  great 
Account.  I  therefore  judged,  that  if  my  Powders  proved 
as  effectual  in  the  Cure  of  acute  Diftempers  in  the  Weft- 
Indies,  as  in  England ,  they  would  contribute  to  the  En¬ 
richment  of  that  very  valuable  Part  of  the  Britijh  Do¬ 
minions.  The  Event  has  verified  my  Conjecture.  For 
it  is  abundantly  confirmed  to  me  from  all  our  Weft- 
India  Colonies,  that  my  Powders  are,  if  poffible,  more 
fuccefsful  there  than  in  Europe ,  I  am  informed,  that 
thwi e  is  a  Diftemper  frequent  amongft  the  Negroes,  efpe- 
*  ciallv 
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dally  in  t Lcevoard  Iflands,  which  refembles  our  Pleu- 
rifies,  attended  with  a  fevere  Cough,  which  ufually  ends 
in  a  fatal  Confumption,  if  the  Negro  efcapes  Death 
from  the  original  Pleurify.  This  Pleurify  is  almoil 
always  cured  by  a  very  few  Dofes  of  this  Powder,  leaving 
not  the  leah  Traces  of  a  Cough  or  Confumption  behind. 

The  Ttlh'X v  Fever  is  a  Diftemper  well  known  to  make 
great  Havock  in  our  Southern  American  Colonies,  when¬ 
ever  they  have  the  Misfortune  to  be  vifited  with  it.  As 
the  Pra&itioners  in  that  Part  of  the  World  have  never, 
that  I  know  of,  obliged  us  with  an  accurate  Hiftory  of 
this  Diftemper,  drawn  from  the  Appearances  attending 
it,  and  the  State  of  the  internal  Parts  after  Death,  1  can¬ 
not  judge  accurately  concerning  its  immediate  Caufes, 
farther  than  that  it  is  a  very  violent  Inflammation,  prin¬ 
cipally  perhaps  of  the  Liver.  But  i  know  from  repeated 
Advices  by  Letters  from  the  IVe ft -Indies,  and  by  the 
Relation  of  thole  who  have  been  Witneffes  of  its  Effi¬ 
cacy  in  all  the  Southern  Colonies,  that  my  Powder  effec¬ 
tually  cures  this  ten ible  Diforder,  if  taken  in  time.  And 
the  Truth  of  this  Aft’ertion  will  not,  I  believe,  be  doubt¬ 
ed  by  thofe  who  know  that  it  has  for  a  confrderable 
Time  been  ufed  on  board  his  Majefty’s  Ships  of  War  in 
the  Weft-Indies ,  and  with  great  Succefs,  in  the  Diforders 
mentioned  above.  But  I  hear,  that  in  the  fouthem  Paris 
of  America ,  they  feldom  give  lefs  than  a  whole  Paper 
of  twenty  Grains  for  one  Dole  ;  which  1  think  right, 
coniidering  the  fudden  Progrefs  acute  Diftempers  make 
in  hot  Climates. 

This  Medicine  has  alfo  been  try’d  on  the  Coafts  of 
Africa,  and  in  the  Faft  Indies ,  with  equal  Succefs. 

Of  the  Rheumatism. 

TH  E  Rheumatifm  is  a  Diforder  always  very  trouble - 
fome,  and  often  very  obftinate.  I  knew  nothing 
of  the  Efficacy  of  the  Powder  in  this  Diftemper,  till  J  was 
informed  by  a  Phyfician  remarkable  for  his  Candour  and 
Integrity,  as  well  as  Skill  in  his  Profeffion,  that  he  had 
tried  it  in  a  large  Hofpital  which  he  attends,  in  a  great 
Number  of  Inftances,  with  Succefs,  'I'his  encouraged  me 
to  give  it  alfo,  and  my  Expectations  v/cre  not  difappoint- 
ed,for  I  found  it  more  effectual  than  anyTbing  I  had  ever 
experienced.  The  Method  of  ufing  it  in  general  is,  to 
take  a  Third  or  Half  a  Paper  every  eight  Hours,  fo  as  to 
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Talfe  a  Sweat.  Bleeding  fhould  not  be  neglected,  and  the 
Patient  fhould  by  no  Means  be  buffered  to  remain  coftive. 

I  hope  that  by  any  thing  I  have  Paid  in  the  preceding 
Sheets,  it  will  not  be  underftood,  that  I  recommend  my 
Powders  in  all  Cafes  ;  or  that  I  fet  them  up  for  infallible. 
I  am  too  confcious  that  there  are  many  Fevers  abfolutely 
incurable,  under  certain  Circumftances  ;  and  as  thefe 
Circumftances,  and  thefe  Diftempers  muff  often  occur,  no 
Medicine  can  be  expeited  to  work  abfolute  Miracles.  All 
I  contend  for  is,  that  the  Method  of  curing  Fevers  recom¬ 
mended  in  this  Treatife  will  cure  ten  to  one  more  Pa¬ 
tients,  cater  is  paribus,  labouring  under  Fevers,  than  any 
ever  yet  praffiied,  and  that  with  more  Eafe  and  Safety. 

It  gives  me  great  Pleafure  to  receive  repeated  Accounts 
from  the  Country,  of  People,  and  fome  amongftthem 
of  Condition ,  in  the  mod  imminent  Danger,  recovered 
by  the  Ufe  of  thefe  Powders,  who  in  all  Probability 
would  have  been  loft  to  the  Public,  if  I  had  taken  any 
other  Method  of  propagating  the  Reputation  and  Ufe  of 
this  Medicine.  For  their  Diftance  from  London  would 
have  prevented  their  knowing  of  it,  or  procuring  it,  if 
they  had  been  acquainted  with  its  Efficacy.  Amongft 
thefe  is  a  Lady  of  the  firit  Biftindftion,  who  has  lately 
been  rejlored  to  Health  by  this  Medicine,  at  a  time  when 
ffiveral  Gentlemen,  very  capable  of  judging,  thought  her 
in  the  utmoft  Danger.,  And  tho’  1  am  an  utter  Stranger 
to  this  Lady,  i  have  reafon  to  believe  her  Life  of  fo  much 
Confequence  to  her  Family,  and  her  Friends,  that  the  Sa-* 
tifaftion  I  receive  from  being  inftrumental  in  faving  it, 
makes  me  ample  Amends  for  all  the  little  Impertinences 
1  have  been  obliged  to  endure,  from  thofe  whofe  Duty  it 
was,  and  is, to  encourage  every  real  Improvement  inPhylic. 

Tho1  the  Method  of  exhibiting  this  Medicine  may  be 
collefled  from  the  preceding  Hiftories  of  Cafes,  yet  I 
think  myfelf  obliged  to  be  more  particular  with  refpeft  to 
the  Dofes,  the  Manner  of  giving  it,  and  the  Management 
of  the  Patient  under  its  Operation.  As  to  the  firft, 
ten  Grains  is  a  moderate  Dole  for  an  Adult,  tho’  I 
have  fometimes  given  thirty,  or  more,  fometimes  only 
ieven,  according  to  the  Condition  and  Situation  of  the 
Patient.  The  Form  may  be  either  a  fmali  Bolus  made  up 
with  almoft  any  Syrup  or  Conferve,  or  Powder,  which 
may  he  taken  in  almoft  any  Vehicle.  Par- 
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Particular  DIRECTIONS  for  ufing  the 

POWDERS. 

In  Acute  Continual  F  EVE  R  S,  and  Inflammatory 

Direafes. 

IF  the  Patient  is  of  a  ftrong  Conflitution,  young,  and 
full  of  Blood,  it  is  prudent  to  take  away  ten  or 
twelve  Ounces  of  Blood  ;  and  if  coftive,  to  give  a 
Clyfter,  either  of  Milk  and  brown  Sugar,  or  of  warm 
Water,  with  a  large  Spoonful  of  Salt  ;  tho’  thefe  are 
not  absolutely  necefTary  :  And  at  the  latter  End  of  a  Fe¬ 
ver,  when  the  Patient  is  very  weak  and  exhaufled. 
Bleeding  is  prejudicial. 

There  are  two  Papers  of  Powder  fealed  up  in  each 
Parcel. 

Let  the  Patient  take,  in  Bed,  half  one  of  thefe  Pa¬ 
pers,  mixed  in  a  Spoonful  of  any  Syrup,  Jelly  of 
Currants,  Barley  Water,  Gruel,  or  any  Sort  of  Tea, 
taking  care  that  none  of  the  Powder  is  left  in  the  Spoon  : 
Or  rather,  let  it  be  made  into  a  Bolus  with  Conferve  of 
Orange-Peel,  or  almofl  any  other  Conferve  or  Jelly, 
Let  the  Patient  be  kept  warm  during  the  Operation, 
and  drink  now  and  then  at  Pleafure  a  Bafon  of  any 
thin  diluting  Liquor  warm  ;  as  Gruel,  Barley  Water, 
common  Milk  Whey,  Baum  Tea,  or  three  Parts  of 
Water,  and  one  of  Milk  mixed  together.  If  it  is 
attended  with  any  fenfible  Operation,  as  Sicknefs,  Purg¬ 
ing  or  Sweating,  it  is  not  necefTary  to  repeat  it,  till  the 
Operation  is  entirely  over;  and  then  another  half  Pa¬ 
per  is  to  be  given  in  the  fame  Manner  as  the  firfL 
By  the  time  that  the  Operation  of  the  fecond  Dofe 
is  finifhed,  the  Feverifh  Heat,  Head-ach,  Thirfl,  Pry - 
nefs  of  the  Tongue,  and  Anxiety  generally  difappear, 
and  the  Patient  Beeps  eafily.  In  this  Cafe  it  is  not  in 
the  leaft  necefTary  to  take  any  Thing  more,  for  without 
it  the  Patient  will  hourly  gather  Strength  and  recover. 

But  if  any  Part  of  the  Fever  remains,  a  third  Paper 
fhould  be  given,  as  foon  as  the  Operation  of  the  fecond 
is  over  ;  and  the  fame  Quantity  [that  is,  half  a  Paper) 
is  to  be  repeated  in  the  fame  Manner,  till  the  Fever 
is  quite  cured 

But  if  it  happens,  that  the  firft  half  Paper  has  no 
fenfible  Operation,  a  fecond  half  Paper  fhould  be  re- 
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-peated  two  Hours  after  the  firft  ;  and  if  the  fecond 
has  no  fenftble  Operation  in  fix  Hours,  a  whole  Pa¬ 
per  fhould  be  given  ,and  repeated  every  eight  Hours, 
till  it  operates  either  by  purging,  [wealing,  or  vomit- 
ting,  or  the  Fever  js  cured ;  which  often  happens 
without  any  Operation  at  all. 

But  if  the  Fever  runs  very  high,  a  whole  Paper  may 
be  given  at  firft,  all  at  once,  and  repeated  if  neceffa- 
ry,  as  foon  as  the  Operation  is  entirely  over. 

And  if  the  Patient  is  of  a  very  ftrong  Conftitution, 
and  the  Powder  has  had  no  vsfible  Operation  when  gi¬ 
ven  in  this  Manner,  two  Papers  may  be  given  at  once, 

A  Child  of  two  or  three  Years  old,  may  take  a 
Quarter  of  one  of  thefe  Papers  of  Powder  ;  a  Child  of 
eight  or  nine,  one  Third,  or  more  if  neceffary ;  and  one 
of  fourteen  or  fifteen,  the  fame  Quantity  as  a  grown 
Perfon. 

If  it  purges,  all  poftible  Care  fhould  be  taken  to 
avoid  Cold,  and  for  this  Reafon  it  is  neceffary  to  ufe 
a  Bed-pan, 

Fevers  are  often  attended  with  violent  Purgings,  and 
it  is  extremely  dangerous  to  hop  them  precipitately 
with  Opiates,  or  Aftringents.  The  bell  Method  of  treat¬ 
ing  them,  is  to  drink  very  plentifully  of  Chicken  Wa¬ 
ter,  fo  as  to  vomit  five  or  fix  Times,  which  generally 
checks  them  ;  or  if  not,  let  a  Clyfter  of  a  Pint  of  the 
fame  Chicken  Water,  without  any  Addition,  be  given 
and  repeated  every  Hour,  till  the  Violence  of  the  Purg¬ 
ing  ceafes  ;  And  then  begin  with  the  Powders. 

The  Chicken  Water  is  thus  made. 

Kill  a  young  lean  Chicken,  drip  off'  the  Skin  and  Fea¬ 
thers  together,  cut  it  down  the  Back,  and  take  out 
the  Guts  without  wafhing  it  ;  then  boil  it  in  feven 
Quarts  of  Water  for  eight  Minutes. 

This  Chicken  Water  is  very  proper  to  drink  a  fmall 
Bafon  full  at  a  Time,  during  the  Operation  of  ihe  Pow¬ 
der,  and  more  efpecially  if  the  Patient  be  Pick. 

In  Cafe  of  Goftivenefs,  notwithftanding  the  Ufe  of 
the  Powders,  a  Stool  fhouid  be  procured  by  a  com¬ 
mon  Clyfter  at  leaft  once  a  Day  ;  but  Care  mull  be 
taken  to  adminifter  it  at  fuch  Time,  and  in  fuch  Man¬ 
ner,  that  the  Patient  may  be  as  little  expofed  to  take 
Cold  as  poffible. 
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The  Head  in  Fevers  is  often  very  much  afFefted, 
and  the  Patient  is  light-headed,  infenfible,  or  convulfed  : 
Thefe  Symptoms  the  Powder  generally  removes  in  a 
little  Time  ;  but  as  they  are  very  troublefome  and 
dangerous,  it  would  be  prudent  to  apply  Simulating 
Cataplafms  all  over  the  Feet,  in  cafe  they  are  not  re¬ 
moved  by  the  firft  or  fecond  Dofe,  and  let  them  be 
renewed  every  fix  or  eight  Hours,  tili  the  Senfes  return, 
and  the  Head  is  relieved. 

The  Cataplafms  are  made  of  equal  Parts  of  Muf- 
tard-feed  bruifed,  and  Horfe-radifn  fcraped,  a  little  old 
Yeaft  or  Barm,  and  as  much  of  the  {harped:  Vinegar 
as  is  fufficient  to  make  Cataplafms.  But  at  Sea,  where 
Horfe-radifh  and  old  Yea  ft  cannot  be  had,  a  Cataplafm 
may  be  made  with  Britt (b  pickled  Herrings  beat  up 
with  Vinegar  and  frefh  Muftard. 

But  it  fometimes  happens,  that  after  a  fevere  Fe¬ 
ver  is  fubdued,  the  Patient  will  be  low-fpirited  and 
dejedled,  and  labour  under  a  kind  of  Languor  for 
fome  Days.  Tn  fuch  Cafes,  I  do  not  think  it  at  all 
neceffary  to  repeat  this  Medicine,  or  give  any  other 
whatever  But  if  the  Heat  is  moderate,  the  Tongue 
much  cleared,  the  Pulfe  regular,  and  not  -too  quick  ;  if 
the  Urine  depofits  an  equal  Sediment,  and  the  Patient 
begins  to  fleep,  1  efteem  nothing  but  a  little  Care  re- 
quifite  for  his  abfolute  Recovery  ;  unlefs  in  Cafe  of 
Coftivenefs,  when  it  may  be  prudent  to  give  a  Stool 
or  two  by  half  an  Ounce  of  Glaubers  Salt,  or  Manna, 
or  any  other  gentle  Cathartic. 

In  a  Rheumatifm. 

This  Medicine  has  been  fonnd  upon  repeated  Trials 
to  be  moll  effectual  in  a  Rheumatifm.  In  this  Cafe, 
one  half  Paper  is  to  be  taker,  in  Bed:  If  it  raifes  a 
Sweat,  or  operates  any  other  Way  fenftbly,  no  more  is 
to  be  taken  till  that  Operation  is  over;  and  then  the  fame 
Dofe  is  to  be  repeated,  and  continued  till  the  Diftemper 
is  perfectly  cured,  if  half  a  Paper  does  not  operate 
fenftbly,  a  whole  Paper  ftiould  be  given  ftx  Hours  after 
the  firft.  During  the  Uie  of  this  Powder,  the  Pati¬ 
ent  fhould  drink  plentifully  of  common  Cheele-Whey 
or  Barley-Water;  and  fhou'd  every  other  Day,  or  e- 
very  third  Day,  take  half  an  Ounce  of  Glauber  s  Salt, 
or  fome  other  gentle  Purge,  in  Cafe  of  Coftivenefs ;  o-r 
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In  a  Slow  Fever. 

In  flow  Fevers,  attended  with  Lownefs  of  Spirits, 
Vapours,  Hyflerics,  and  Hypochondriac  Symptoms,  the 
Method  of  ufing  it  is  to  take  feven  Grains,  or  one 
Third  of  a  Paper,  Night  and  Morning ;  taking  care 
to  avoid  Cold.  And  if  this  does  not  operate,  half  a 
Paper,  or  two  Thirds,  or  a  whole  Paper  may  be  given. 
In  the  Yellow  Fever. 

In  this  Diftemper  the  fame  Directions  are  to  be  obferv’d 
as  in  acute  continual  Fevers ;  with  this  Difference  only, 
that  a  whole  Paper  (containing  twenty  Grains)  may  be 
given  at  one  Dofe,  and  repeated  if  the  firfl  fhould  not 
operate. 

For  the  Small  Pox. 

See  the  Account  of  this  Diforder  already  given,  p.  59. 

Head-aches. 

Violent  Head-aches  of  long  Handing  are  frequently 
caufed  by  a  latent  Fever,  and  thefe  are  generally  remo¬ 
ved  by  taking  this  Medicine,  in  the  Manner  above  di¬ 
rected  for  flow  Fevers. 

N.  B.  This  Medicine  feldom  fails  curing  an  acute 
continual  Fever  in  a  very  few  Days,  tho'more  fre¬ 
quently  in  a  few  Hours.  In  Agues  it  is  not  fo  cer¬ 
tain,  but  is  an  excellent  Preparative  for  the  Bark,  as 
it  certainly  brings  the  Diforder  to  a  regular  and  per¬ 
fect  JntermiiTion.  In  the  lafh  Cafe,  a  whole  Paper 
is  to  be  taken  at  once,  and  repeated  about  an  Hour 
before  every  Fit,  and  at  leaft  once  a  Day,  on  the 
intermediate  Days  betwixt  the  Fits. 

Whereas  many  People  have 
been  tempted  to  counterfeit  this 
Medicine,  and,  inltead  thereof, 
vend  others  absolutely  ineffectual, 
and  even  dangerous,  the  Public  is 
defired  to  take  Notice,  that  all 
Medicines  fold  under  the  Title  of 
Dr.  James’s  Fever  Powder,  ex¬ 
cept  thofe  delivered  at  the  Doctor’s 
own  Houfe,  and  fold  by  Mr. 
Newbert,  or  under  his  SarCtion, 
are  counterfeit.  It  has  therefore 
been  thought  proper  to  apprife  the  Public,  that  two  Papers 
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Marble  Paper,  and,  to  prevent  any  Impolition,  fealed 
with  the  Impreffien  in  the  Margin. 


As  this  Powder  has  been  lately  ordered  to  be  nfed 
on  board  His  Majefty’s  Navy,  Dr,  James 
has  thought  it  very  necejfary  to  add  the  follow¬ 
ing  INSTRUCTION  S,  for  the  better 
Guidance  of  the  Naval  Surgeons. 


TH  E  above  Dire&ions  were  calculated  for  the 
Ufe  of  the  common  People,  and  point  out  near¬ 
ly  the  Methods  which  ought  to  be  purfued.  But  Per- 
fons  verfed  in  Practice  will  readily  diltinguifh  the  Times 
and  Occafions,  when  the  Rules  here  laid  down  are  punc¬ 
tually  to  be  followed,  and  when  not ;  and  will  adapt 
them  to  particular  Conditutions,  Climates,  Seafons,  and 
Circumdances. 

It  may  not  be  amifs  to  remark,  that  tho’  this  Medicine 
is  i’ometimes  found  to  operate  pretty  brifkly  by  way  of 
Vomiting,  tho’  never  more  violent  than  Ipecacuanha, 
and  by  Purging,  tho’  never  with  any  violent  Efforts  or 
Gripings,  yet  it  has  never  been  found  in  any  one  In- 
ffance  to  have  done  any  the  lead:  Injury;  fo  that  there 
is  no  Reafon  to  fear  a  moderate  Number  of  Stools  at 
the  latter  End  of  a  Fever,  or  at  any  other  Time. 

And  it  is  particularly  remarked,  that  tho’  mod  Fevers 
are  cured  in  a  few  Flours  by  this  Medicine,  yet  others 
will  be  more  obdinate,  and  continue  fome  Days. 

In  thefe  Cafes,  as  the  Powder  almod  always  prevents 
any  dangerous  Symptoms,  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Navy 
will  find  that  by  purfuing  the  Ufe  of  it  and  waiting,  the 
Fever  will  at  lad  be  conquered,  and  never  rife  to  any 
dangerous  Height.  This  Obfervation  holds  true  par¬ 
ticularly  in  Miliary  Fevers,  and  all  thole  of  the  eruptive 
Kind. 

In  fome  Conditutions,  where  a  putrid  Bile  has  very 
much  abounded  in  the  Prima*  ¥'uv,  and  for  rhis  Reafon 
the  Stimulus  of  the  Medicine  added  to  that  of  the  Bile 
has  been  fubject  to  operate  more  than  was  fufhcien': ;  it 
has  been  nsceffary  to  reduce  the  Dofe  fo  low  as  two 
or  three  Grains,  which  has  been  repeated  every  two  or 
three  Flours,  and  fometimes  more  frequently.  But 
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•whatever  Operation  this  Medicine  has,  the  Spirits  and 
Strength  generally  increafe  upon  every  Evacuation,  and 
the  Patient  grows  remarkably  eafier  and  better. 

This  Medicine  is  not  fo  certain  with  refpect  to  Inter- 
jnittents,  as  in  acute  Fevers.  But  a  certain  Method 
of  curing  thefe  is  to  give  this  Powder  during  the  Fit, 
and  the  Peruvian  Bark  during  the  Intermiffions. 

The  Julepum  e  Camphor  a  of  the  laft  Tifpenfatory  of 
the  College  is  the  moil  proper  of  any  to  be  given  with 
this  Powder,  or  during  the  taking  it. 

As  it  is  difficult  to  procure  Chicken  Water  on  Ship¬ 
board,  the  mod  ready  Succedaneum  is  a  very  thin  Gruel, 
or  thin  Barley  Water. 

Care  fhould  be  taken  to  keep  the  Pow¬ 
ders  dry. 

Whoever  purfues  thefe  Direftions  with  the  necefTary 
Fundluality,  will  generally  find  the  Fever  either  totally 
ceafe,  or  at  lead  fo  far  fubdued,  as  to  be  no  longer  dange¬ 
rous,  and  very  little  troublefome  ;  and  by  thefe  Means  that 
inexpreffible  Anxiety  and  Pain,  which  every  one  feels  un¬ 
der  the  ordinary  Treatment  of  Fevers,  will  be  avoided. 

If  it  lhould  be  faid,  that  1  have  taken  an  uncommon 
Method  of  propagating  the  Reputation  of  this  Medicine, 
and  recommending  it  to  the  World,  I  may  be  allowed  to 
obferve,  that  it  is  upon  a  very  uncommon  Occafion,  For 
Phyficians  in  all  Ages,  and  of  all  Sects,  who  have  pre¬ 
ferred  their  Duty  to  the  Public,  before  their  own  private 
Interefts,  have  earneftly  wilhed  and  fearched  for  a  Medi¬ 
cine,  which  was  capable  of  checking  immediately  the  Ex¬ 
orbitance  of  a  Fever.  And  if  this  fhould  prove  the  thing 
fo  much  defired,  I  fhall  have  the  Satisfaction  of  leaving  the 
Medicinal  Art  more  perfect  than  I  found  it  ;  and  of  im¬ 
parting  to  the  World  a  Secret  infinitely  more  precious 
than  that  of  the  Philofopher’s  Stone,  or  the  Longitude. 

But  the  Benefit  Mankind  in  general  may  reafonably 
expeCl  to  receive  from  this  Medicine,  will  neither  fecure 
me  from  the  Reproaches  of  thofe  whofe  Intereft  may  be 
affedted  by  it,  nor  defend  me  from  the  Attacks  of  the 
abandon’d,  who  are  determin’d  to  get  Money  at  any  Rate, 
even  by  Infamy,  Perjury,  and  Murder.  For  fince  my  Spe¬ 
cification  has  been  enroll’d,  ’tis  amazing  what  a  Number

of  Lives  have  been  loft,  and  how  many  Chimneys  have 
been  blown  up,  in  Conlequencc  of  aukward  Attempts  to 
imitate  my  Powders  :  And  fome  Phyficians,  whofe  Names 
will  upon  a  proper  Occafion  be  mentioned,  have  been 
fo  difmgenuous  as  to  let  their  Patients  perifh  under  the 
Effedt  of  Medicines  prepared  by  an  ignorant  Apothecary, 
which  they  imagined  to  be  the  fame  as  mine,  rather  than 
fuffer  them  to  recover  by  taking  a  Remedy  which  they 
were  of  Opinion  would  be  effectual,  as  appears  by  their 
Encouraging  it  to  be  counterfeited.  Others,  however, 
Lave  adted  upon  a  very  different  Principle,  have  fhewn 
themfelves  worthy  of  the  important  Truft  repofed  in  them, 
and  confcientioufly  given  this  Powder  upon  the  iirft  Ap¬ 
proach  of  Danger. 

The  following  Letters  will  convince  the  Public,  that 
thefe  Complaints  are  not  without  Foundation.

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which  have  not  had  the  fame  Effett  with  thofe  I  had  of 
that  Gentleman;  and  every  Empirick  here,  upon  the 
Difcovery  made,  fets  up  to  make  Dr.  James's  Powders, 
whereby  your  effedtual  Medicine  is  beginning  to  grow 
into  Difrepute,  the  natural  Confequence  of  every  Inven¬ 
tion,  that  deprives  the  Fraternity  of  their  Perquifites.  Be 
not  however,  Sir,  difcouraged,  but  perfift  in  your  ingeni¬ 
ous  Enquiries  and  Competitions  for  the  Benefit  of  your 
Fellow  Creatures,  which  in  Time  may  baffle  the  Efforts 
of,  and  expofe  your  Enemies  to  Shame,  through  the 
benign  Influence  of  the  great  Author  of  our  Being,  who 
will  never  fuffer  well-meaning  Men  to  be  defpifed.

From  the  above  Letters,  without  troubling  the  Reader 
with  others  to  the  fame  Purport,  ’twill  appear,  that  there 
are  People  in  the  World,  who,  having  no  Regard  either  to 
private  Property,  or  the  Good  of  the  Public,  will  venture 
upon  the  moft  difhoneft,  bafe,  and  fraudulent  Pradlices,  to 
gratify  their  Envy  or  their  Avarice. 
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
